CANADIAN DESTROYER TO VISIT ERIE JULY 19, 20 AND 21, 1963 


Saga of Erieland-1752-1812 


“The Wilderness . . . Shall Blossom as the Rose.”’ 
—Isaiah 35-1. 


Birth 


Like a placid lagoon reflecting the tall, silent forest 
primeval, lay the waters of Presque Isle Bay that 
early Spring morning . . . the year, 1753. Governor, 
the Marquis Duquesne’s Ohio Expedition commanded 
by Chevalier Pierre Paul Marin paddled their bateaux 
through the heavily shaded entrance, gently rippling 
the mirrored picture of peaceful, undisturbed natural 
beauty. There lay before the voyageurs a protected 
bay later called ‘‘the finest harbor in nature” by the 
French Governor. And so it proved to be. It was thus 
that the gateway was opened for the commerce which 
has come from Lake Erie now for more than 200 years. 
The peaceful scene soon changed to one of hardship 
and struggle for the pioneers. Less hardy souls might 
have been discouraged by the constant threats from 
the redskins whose happy hunting grounds had been 
invaded. 


The Weaning 


Immediately French Engineer Chevalier Le Mer- 
cier and his men began to clear the forest from a spot 
now at the foot of Parade Street on which they built 
Fort Presque Isle using the cleared timber. Squared 
15 foot chestnut logs planted upright formed a palisade 
120 feet square. At the four corners were bastions of 
solid timber with observation shutters and firing slits. 
Harassment by the Indians offered the pioneers only 
surprise attacks with flaming arrows, impeding the 
progress of the work but little else of consequence. 


Inside the stockade four large timber houses were 
erected for the officers, men and the storage of sup- 
plies and ammunition for the survival of these rugged 
Frenchmen. The weaning was not easy. 


The Growing Infant 


Within two years after the completion of Fort 
Presque Isle, some 356 families had arrived to settle 
themselves in rough-hewn log cabins within easy 
running distance of the fort. By 1757 the new village 
boasted some 480 families. Where did they come from 
and how did they make a living? 


French pioneers to the ‘“‘New World,” a scattering 
of adventurous Irishmen, Scots, Englishmen and soon 
the hardy and talented Artisans and Craftsmen from 
Central Europe settled in this dangerous but beautiful 
country by the Great Lake Erie and its “‘finest harbor 
in nature.’’ Here were bred and born the solid tradi- 
tions which are our foundation stones in today’s 
Erieland. The steady influx of valiant folks from the 
East and across the sea added strength to make the 
Infant take his place as a sturdy, rugged stripling.

The Stripling and the Disputed Triangle 


Along with growth to a muscle-conscious youth, 
came the usual tests of strength. All was not sweetness 
and peace in this newly founded community. The 
Honorable Robert Dinwiddie, British Governor of 
Virginia, delegated young Major George Washington 
to march his men and a small band of friendly Indians 
on Fort Le Boeuf with the demand that the French 
abandon and leave this whole area. Immediately Vir- 
ginia claimed the Triangle. Then Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland and New York made similar 
claims. 


The force of arms pursuaded the French to evacu- 
ate Fort Presque Isle in 1759. They left it burned to 
ashes. A year passed before the British rebuilt and 
garrisoned the only formidable protection the villagers 
had against marauding Indians. From 1760 through 
1785 Fort Presque Isle was a strongly defended British 
Outpost in spite of the outcome of the American 
Revolution. In that year John Adams protested to the 
Crown in London that the British Garrison continued 
to occupy the fort. Of course the King withdrew his 
Redcoats thus leaving the Disputed Triangle a ‘‘No 
Man’s Land”’ to be seized by the new United States of 
America. The new state of Pennsylvania sent General 
William Irvine to look over the Triangle with intent 
to survey. He reported ‘The finest Harbor on the 
Great Lakes must be bought for the State.”

In consequence, the United States Government 
instructed Surveyor General Andrew Ellicott to pro- 
ceed. He set up his tripod at 60 degrees North Latitude 
on the Delaware River and pushed his party west 259 
miles and 88 perches to a point 6 miles east of Con- 
necticut’s Western Reserve. Then came the Indians 
... Cornplanter, Half King, Big Tree, Half Town with 
other chiefs of the Six Nations claiming ownership of 
the lands. Settlement crowned the succeeding pow- 
wows on the 3rd of February 1792. The agreed pay- 
ment to the Indians was between $2000 and $4000. 


Pennsylvania then paid the United States in Conti- 
nental Certificates $151,640.25 for 202,187 acres, title 
clear. The patent signed by President Washington 
and Secretary of State Thomas Jefferson set mate- 
rially today’s boundries of Erieland. Thus was the 
Disputed Triangle made officially the only land in 
Pennsylvania whose northern shores are washed by 
Lake Erie. 


The Stripling Comes of Age... ‘*The Erie Stone”’ 


Skills in metal working, the weaving of textiles, 
brewing, wood-working to be sure had come as far 
away as from Central Europe to contribute valuable 
trade to the growing village. Sailing vessels anchored in 
the harbor unloaded cargoes of necessary supplies and 
reloaded with the products of the settlers. Soon Erie- 
land’s commerce was firmly rooted in a valiant fleet 
of ‘“‘wind-jammers” for the salt trade. The channel, 
entered 39 years before by Sieur Marin, had to be 
deepened to admit vessels drawing as much as 714 
feet of water. 


June 1795 saw the official laying out of the village 
by State Commissioners, General Irvine and Andrew 
Ellicot with their corps of surveyors and protective 
military escort. From outcroppings of rock stratum 
underlying the land hereabouts, they took a stone 3 
inches thick, 48 inches high, 16 inches wide. On its 
smooth surface they inscribed, ‘“‘Erie . . . Lat. 48,° 8’, 
14” ...N. Var. 43° E. They set the “Erie Stone’ on 
the site of the old Fort Presque Isle now the southeast 
corner of Parade and Front Streets. From this point 
were computed the measurements for all streets, 
alleys, lanes, in-lots, out-lots and squares. 1600 acres 
for in-lots, 3400 adjoining acres for out-lots. Streets 
of no less width than 60 feet and no wider than 100 
feet were laid out to run North and South, East and 
West. The forest cleared, the first main thorofare not 
completed until 1811 was laid out. Today it’s marked 
by the junction of Parade and Second Streets. Here 
Col. Seth Reed, one of the first settlers, built a tavern 
the first structure within this newly-planned city. 
There followed much building. Sawmills, a brickyard, 
a tannery and other buildings necessary to the com- 
munity. In-lots as well as out-lots began to sell to 
those who could raise as little as $10 or as much as 
$260. Among the first purchasers were many whose 
descendents are well known in Erieland today . . . Col. 
Thomas Forster, Captain John Grubb, Judah Colt, 
Thomas Rees, John Cochran, David McNair, and 
Burgess of the village John C. Wallace to name but a 
few. The turn of the century saw the beginning of a 
steadily growing trade center which promised abun- 
dant prosperity to Erieland. 


Early in the morning of April 3, 1803 Judge Jesse 
Moore presided over the first county court session. 
Erie on that day became the official County Seat of 
the 5th Judicial District of Pennsylvania.

Distant Relatives Leave a Heritage beyond Value 


From the handful of New Englanders, Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch, Irish, Scotch and German immigrants 
who followed the pioneers to Erieland in the late 
1700s, has come a priceless heritage of integrity and 
courageous enterprise. To wit, the building from 
rough hewn logs of the Middlebrook Church in 1801, 
under the supervision of one James Hunter, an aged 
citizen. He recruited the sturdy youngsters of the 
village on a Sunday in the Autumn of 1801. By 
Thursday of that week the roof of split clapboards 
marked the completion of Erieland’s first “house unto 
the Lord,” to quote Mr. Hunter. 


Logically following the building of the church, 
Captain Daniel Dobbins, Sailing Master and Ship- 
builder, collected $30 from his friends and neighbors 
to pay for the labor on Erieland’s “Little Log School.” 
Land cleared of forest at 7th and Holland Streets pro- 
vided free materials for the one room cabin 30 feet 
long by 18 feet wide. 30 girls and 40 boys daily trod a 
footpath, cut from German Street through the forest 
to 4th to be taught the “3Rs” by Dr. Nathaniel East- 
man. Cobb’s Speller, Parley’s Geography, Kirkham’s 
Grammar, The English Reader and Daboll’s Arith- 
metic became the basis of intelligent citizenship which 
has been handed down to today’s Erielanders who 
gladly support a school system costing many millions 
of dollars. 


More luxurious living quarters became the order 
of the day in the early 1800s. Basil Hoskinson, John 
Cochran, Col. Reed and his son Rufus $., Captain 
Daniel Dobbins, Judah Colt among others built new 
homes, many of which stand today as monuments to 
the courage of the Ancestors of Prosperity in Erieland. 





Dickson Tavern, 2nd and French Streets 


As the population within Erie and out in the 
farmlands increased, Free Men working out their 
destiny under the newly formed Constitution of The 
United States of America increased the value of the 


land in equal measure. Paradoxically, Robert Irvine, 
an Irishman of great building talent erected the first 
village bastile on the southeast corner of 2nd and 
Holland Streets. It was 2 floors high, constructed of 
logs hewn to one foot square, resting upon a stone 
floor two feet thick. Barred windows, of course, on the 
first floor and that day’s “picture windows’”’ for the 
jailer and his family on the top floor. Irvine was the 
jailer. The record does not report the number of his 
“suests”’ on the first floor. 


Again in 1809 history records the establishment at 
2nd and French Streets of a Tavern offering ‘lavish 
table, comfortable quarters and adequate stabling to 
man and beast traveling to and from the Great Lake 
Erie.”’ John Dickson is recorded as “mine host’? and 
as commerce increased dotting the area with its neces- 
sary buildings, John wisely housed Erieland’s first 
newspaper in this tavern, mailing the news from the 
Government Post Office next door. Further up the 
street the General Store of Peter 8. V. Hamot housed 
the first Bank in Erieland. By 1811 Robert Knox the 
newly appointed Postmaster of The Borough of Erie, 
built the first official Postoffice building of rough 
hewn logs. It housed the Knox General Store, a sitting 
room and bedrooms for the Postmaster’s family. A 
native of County Down in Ireland, Knox “of ready 
wit and tongue” gathered about him of an evening, 
the brilliance of the village. Captain Dobbins, Colonel 
Forster, Drs. Christie and Wallace, Captains Rich- 
ardson, Connor, Budd and Lt. Tewksbury of the 
Naval Station. Banter flew thick and fast. Finally 
Knox placed a huge wooden block in front of the 
Postoffice. Soon it was dubbed “The Lying Block”’ by 
the customers, so great were the tales told, until one 
night some practical jokers stole the block. There is 
no record of the effect of the theft on the tall stories 
enjoyed thereafter by the citizens. 


The Building of Perry’s Fleet 
(Foot of Cascade Street) 


Sailing ships for Great Lakes traffic were many and 
stout. Many wind-jammers were built in the harbor 
village of Erie under the watchful eyes of Sailing 
Master Dobbins and Master of the Port of Erie Ship- 
yard, John Dickson, the Tavern owner. In the Spring 
of 1813 Dobbins returned from a conference in the 
Washington Navy Department with instructions to 
“build ships of the line for the country’s defense on 
the Great Lakes against the Men O’ War of the 
British.’”” Commodore Perry’s victorious Fleet was 
built and launched on the north shore of “the Finest 
Harbor in Nature” in early Summer of 1813. “The 
Wilderness . . . Shall Blossom... .”

Dobbins the Builder 
of the Fleet

Thousands of people flock to Erie every summer to 
enjoy the boating in Presque Isle Bay, picnicking by 
the lagoons or swimming off the sandy shores of the 
Peninsula. 


The early explorers were equally drawn to the 
national harbor of Presque Isle. The French in 1753, 
after sailing into our harbor immediately settled here 
and brought in 350 families. As history records, the 
British soon had desires to also settle and develop 
the beautiful harbor and they were able (briefed by 
George Washington’s report) to move in after pushing 
the French out of Presque Isle. 





Later as the United States became a nation, its 
settlers began to move deeper and deeper into the 
frontier. The pioneers advanced westward to find new 
timber and to develope new farmlands. As the Ameri- 
can pioneers advanced westward, it was natural that 
the Indians would fight for their lands. The Redskins 
in the upper Illinois and up to upper Canada regions 
were under British domination.

Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, U. S. Navy 
The 28 year old Hero of the Battle of Lake Erie

In June of 1812, the “War Hawks” a political 
group, motivated primarily by the desire for Indian 
and British land and using the popular slogan about 
the seas and the psychological effect it would have on 
congress, requested and received from President 
Madison, a proclamation of war between the United 
States and Great Britain. Thus, the scene was set for 
the historical drama of Lake Erie where Captain 
Daniel Dobbins emerged as a hero. 


Daniel Dobbins was born in 1776 in Lewistown, 
Penna. When he was nineteen, he left home walking 
to Erie County. At Colt’s Station, fourteen miles 
southeast of Erie, he found employment with Judah 
Colt, an agent for the Pennsylvania Population Co. 
A year later Dobbins moved on to Erie settling in a 
small hamlet near Erie, consisting of four houses. 
Apparently the lake attracted Dobbins, for in 1800 
he had the reputation of being one of the best navi- 
gators on the lake. 


About the same time, Dobbins had met the at- 
tractive Mary West and asked her to be his bride. 
Following their marriage, they had eight children, 
William W., Jane S., Stephen Decatur, Mary Ann, 
David Parter, Leander, Eliza M. and Marcus. 


Although he was highly skilled as a navigator, 
little is known on how he received training in building 
vessels. History does record that in 1809, he and Rufus 
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Reed, purchased the schooner Salina and that he per- 
sonally supervised the rebuilding of the ship. About 
this time, General Hull was preparing to drive the 
British out of the Detroit—Lake Erie frontier. The 
moving of troops and supplies in these unsettled 
frontier areas, infested with Indians and was an im- 
possible logistic problem. Only the lake afforded the 
means to cope with this situation, but until we realized 
that we would have to control Lake Erie by a naval 
victory, our country suffered many setbacks on land.

GANNON COLLEGE 
SERVING THE CITY OF ERIE 


Although its history is brief, Gannon College has 
put its mark on the City of Erie and is destined to 
play an important role in the cultural and educational 
advancement of the community. Founded in 1944 by 
Archbishop John Mark Gannon, this Community Col- 
lege of Northwestern Pennsylvania has grown from 65 
students in its first year to 1995 men and women from 
15 states and eight foreign countries. Its physical 
growth has been equally phenomenal, from the former 
palatial residence of the late Charles Strong and his 
wife, Annie Scott Strong, purchased in 1944 and 
presently used as the Administration Building, to a 
campus now numbering 17 major buildings, that in- 
cludes a library housing over 50,000 volumes, two 
dormitories accommodating 500 resident students, an 
auditorium gymnasium seating 2500, a playhouse, and 
a new multi-purpose building composed of classrooms, 
laboratories, faculty offices, a student lounge and 
cafeteria-dining room. Its many facilities are available 
to the community for meetings, conventions, ban- 
quets, sports events and public entertainment. 





When the war began, our Northern garrison num- 
bering fifty-four men and three officers, was on the 
Island of Mackinac-in-Lake, Michigan. Hull’s militia 
in Detroit and our Mackinac Military Post fell to the 
British in a period of a month. At the time of the sur- 
render, Dobbins was at Mackinac as Captain of the 
Salina for the purpose of picking up furs. The terms 
of the surrender proved to be lenient and Dobbins and 
the rest of the civilians were released. The soldiers 
were released on parole. At this point in history, 
Dobbins began his activities that would mark him in 
history.

General David Meade was in command of over 
2,000 State Militia who were camped at Waterford 
Flats. When Dobbins returned to Erie, Meade realized 
the gravity of the situation and requested Dobbins 
start out to Washington and make a full report to the 
President. Dobbins reaching Washington, gave a full 
report at a cabinet meeting and pleaded for a fleet to 
be built in the protected harbor of Presque Isle. 
Subsequently, he was commissioned at the request of 
President Madison, to build four gunboats at Erie for 
the pursuit of the British. For this he was given the 
sum of two thousand dollars. 


When Dobbins returned to Erie he soon realized 
the enormity of the obstacles that he faced. There was 
only one ship carpenter available to assist him. All the 
material for building the fleet: iron, spikes, anchors, 
bar steel, spike rods, coal, canvas sails, riggings, 
cannons and ammunition had to be brought over un- 
friendly rugged frontier roads from as far away as 
Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Washington, and New York. The 
timber was plentiful but axemen and sawmen had to 
be hired to cut down, hew and square the trees into 
planks. Axemen employed locally received up to 624% 
cents per day .. . carpenters received around $1.75 
per day. Crosby was the highest paid drawing $2.50 
per day plus “good lodgings and board, and one half 
pint of whiskey.’’ Many trips finally were made to 
Pittsburgh to induce carpenters at two dollars per day 
away from their present employer. In February 1813, 
Noah Brown, Master Shipwright came to Erie from 


New York with 25 carpenters. Other skilled ship 
builders had to be recruited from Pittsburgh and 
Sacketts Harbor. Hundreds of shipbuilders, black- 
smiths tools had to be shipped in from New York. 


In March 1813, Perry arrived. Dobbins and Perry 
continued the difficult task of expediting the supplies 
for the construction of the fleet. This required them 
each to make many arduous trips to Pittsburgh and 
Buffalo through the treacherous woods to locate nails 
and other supplies. Perhaps the most difficult logistic 
problem was transporting the cannons. The Ordinance 
Department obtained 36 cannons from a _ plant in 
Georgetown. They were sent by road to Pittsburgh, 
loaded on Keelboats up the Allegheny River and 
French Creek. 


Dobbins was assigned the task of moving some 
more cannons from Buffalo to Erie. This proved more 
difficult and costly than the four hundred mile trek 
from Washington. He was forced to bring the heavy 
cannons and stores from Black Rock over the ice 
through mud or by boats after the ice was gone.

On May 23, 1813, Perry and Dobbins left Erie in 
an open boat to take part in the battle for Ft. George. 
On May 27, Ft. George fell and the two officers had 
the assignment of sailing the captured vessels to Erie. 
As the five vessels crept along the shore on their 
voyage to Erie, their fears of running into the British 
Fleet were realized. However, a “‘Red Sea” miracle 
saved them and under the shroud of fog they were able 
to sail by the British fleet within a distance of half 
of a mile. 


On July, 1813, this tremendous task was com- 
pleted and Perry wrote Isaac Chauncey, Commander 
of all naval forces on the upper Lakes, *‘My vessels are 
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our sails are bent, provisions on board,

allready... 
and in fact, everything is ready... 


Captain Barclay, commander of the British fleet 
during all this time had his fleet anchored outside the 
harbor observing the final rigging of our fleet and had 
set up an effective blockade. However, he could not 
sail his fleet into the harbor because the depth of 
water at the entrance was five to six feet. Providentially 
Barclay either ran low on supplies or accepted a dinner 
party in Port Dover, Canada. On July 31 he and his 
fleet sailed to Canada and Perry had his chance to 
leave the harbor. Perry used an ingenuous method of 
lifting the ships over the six foot water called “camels.”

“The camel” according to Lossing is a machine in- 
vented by the Dutch for carrying vessels over shallow 
places. It is a huge box (fifty feet long, ten feet wide 
and eight feet deep camels were used by Perry) so 
arranged that water may be let in or pumped out at 
pleasure. One of them is placed on each side of a vessel, 
the water let in and the camels so sunken that by 
means of ropes under the keel the vessel may be 
placed so that beams may bear it, resting on the 
camels. The water in the camel is then pumped out, 
they float, and the vessel raised by them, is carried 
over the shallow place. 


An ironical twist of fate took place at this point. 
The fleet had been searching out the British for five 
weeks. Dobbins, the mastermind and planner, was re- 
quested to sail his ship, the Ohio, back to Erie for 
supplies. While he was loading supplies in Erie, the 
thirty minute Battle of Lake Erie made history. 
Perry had met the enemy and he wrote “They are 
ours.’’ Dobbins saw no part of the famous battle— 
the battle that was the deciding point of the War 
of 1812. 


This situation caused Dobbins much embarrass- 
ment in years to come. When the distribution of the 
prize money was made Perry received $12,140 and 
ship commanders received $2,295. Robbins who 
missed the battle name was omitted as a recipient. 
It took many years of fighting on his part before con- 
gress alloted him his rightful share in the prize money. 


After the war, Captain Daniel Dobbins became a 
noted citizen of Erie. He built a pretentious home on 
the Northeast corner of Third and State Street and 
moved in the circles of Erie society. When General 
Lafayette was entertained in Erie, a banquet was 
thrown in his behalf and most of the citizens of Erie 
turned out. Since no one house was big enough, the 
tables were set up on the bridge overlooking the Bay 
at Second street. Over the tables were strung the 
banners from Perry’s victorious fleet. Daniel Dobbins 
was the Toastmaster of the lavish event. When it 
came Lafayette’s turn to offer a toast he raised his 
glass to: “Erie, a name that has a great share in 
American prosperity and happiness.” 


Sometime later, Dobbins was put on cruising duty 
between Long Point and Erie to intercept boats and 
messengers and to land spies on the Canadian Coast. 


Captain Dobbins was next heard from when he was 
ordered to Trinidad to bring back the body of Com- 
modore Perry who had died at sea from Yellow Fever. 
He spent his remaining years constructing piers at 
Ashtabula and commanding a revenue cutter. In 1859, 
at the age of 80, Dobbins died in Erie—the town that 
he had richly endowed in heritage.

The Ships of Perry’s Fleet 


By Harlan A. Laub

What is known of the vessels which comprised the 
fighting armada commanded by Oliver Hazard Perry 
during the Battle of Lake Erie on September 10, 
1813, how many, and what was the relative size of 
ships used? There exists much confusion as to how 
many were in the combat and none who could name 
all the vessels, so I believe it is about time this impor- 
tant and interesting information should be made 
readily available for the people of Erie and the many 
friends who will visit here during the Sesquicentennial 
Celebration in 1963. 


Commodore Perry’s fleet consisted of nine sailing 
vessels, the Lawrence, Niagara, Caledonia, Trippé, 
Ariel, Porcupine, Scorpion, Somers and Tigress; other 
vessels mentioned are Ohio and Amelia. The British 
fleet consisted of six vessels under command of Cap- 
tain Richard H. Barclay from his flagship Detroit and 
the Queen Charlotte, Lady Provost, Hunter, Little Belt 
and Chippewa. 


Comparison of the two fleets shows the nine 
American vessels were the brigs Lawrence, flagship of 
Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, eighteen 32-pound 
carronades and two long 12-pounders, Niagara under 
Master Commandant Jesse D. Elliott with the same 
armament and Caledonia three long 12-pounders with 
Daniel Turner, Lieut. Commandant in command; sloop 
Trippe under Lieut. Joseph E. Smith with one long 
12-pounder; schooners Ariel four long 12-pounders 
commanded by Lieut. John Packett, Porcupine one 
long 32-pounder commanded by Acting Sailing Master 
George Senet, Scorpion with one long 24-pounder and 
one long 12-pounder with Sailing Master Stephen 
Champlin, cousin of Commodore Perry as the com- 
manding officer, Somers under Sailing Master Thomas 
C. Almy with one long 24-pounder and one long 12- 
pounder, and Tigress, Lieut. Augustus H. M. Conk- 
ling commanding with one long 32-pounder. 


The British vessels being the flagship Detroit under 
Captain Richard H. Barclay armed with nineteen 
long guns; warship Queen Charlotte with seventeen 
carronades under Captain Finnis; schooner Lady 
Provost thirteen long guns under Lieut. Commander 
Buchan; brig Hunter armament mixed with ten guns 
under Lieut. Bignall; sloop Little Belt with three guns 
and schooner Chippewa with one heavy gun under 
command of Master Campbell. 


Both the American and British fleets during the 
Battle had approximately the same complement of 
men and armament with the American Fleet consist- 
ing of nine ships total displacement of 840 tons and

armament of 54 guns whereas the British had six ships 
with armament of 63 guns and displacement of 826 
tons. British records indicate a total of 32 officers 
and 490 men whereas the American Navy listed ap- 
proximately 530 men but on the day of battle 116 of 
these were on sick list report whereas the British men, 
just being out of port, were all in good health. There 
is also a striking contrast between the commanders 
as Commodore Perry was very young, age 27, an in- 
experienced officer who had never been in a single 
engagement and in fact had never seen any war 
service except in the Mediterranean during the trouble 
with Tripoli and during a short time while in com- 
mand of a gunboat at Newport, Rhode Island. On 
the other hand Captain Barclay was a seasoned 
veteran who had served under the great Nelson in the 
Battle of Trafalgar besides other naval combat; under 
his command was Captain Finnis an experienced 
officer second only to that of Captain Barclay. 


Disposal of the Vessels 


The War of 1812 ended in December of 1814 and 
in July 1815 orders were issued by the Navy to dispose 


of the fleet in the harbor of Erie. Not much remained 
of the fleet as the Scorpion and Tigress had been 
captured by the British at the lower end of Lake 
Huron in 1814 and also the Somers and Ohio had 
suffered the same fate at Fort Erie soon thereafter. 
Since the Ariel had been driven ashore and lost at 
Buffalo and the Trippe burned by the British at Black 
Rock near Buffalo; this accounted for six of the ten 
original American ships. 


Of the British fleet Little Belt was burned at Black 
Rock and Chippewa was destroyed, also by the 
British when they burned the town of Buffalo De- 
cember 30, 1813. The Detroit and Queen Charlotte were 
sunk in Misery Bay along with the Lawrence in 1815 
by the order of disposal of the U. S. Government and 
the Caledonia, (renamed General Wayne), the Lady 
Provost and Hunter were sold and converted to mer- 
chant vessels and sailed the lakes for several years. 
The Porcupine was sent to Detroit for Revenue 
service and used in determining the International 
boundry lines; rebuilt at Detroit in 1830 and renamed 
Caroline she finally sank at Ferrysburg, Michigan 
where her hulk went to the relic hunters.

The Lawrence, Detroit, Queen Charlotte and Niagara 
were sold at auction in 1825 to Commander Budd of 
the Navy when the entire Naval operation at Erie 
was dismantled and by him sold August 9, 1825 to 
Mr. Benjamin H. Brown of Rochester, N. Y., who in 
turn sold a part interest to A. Q. D. Leach of Erie and 
then resold the entire lot, while still under water on 
June 11, 1835 to Captain George Miles and others of 
Erie. They attempted to refit these vessels for mer- 
chant use but the Lawrence was so badly riddled as to 
be useless and she was again sunk in Misery Bay. 
The Detroit and Queen Charlotte were raised and the 
latter sailed in the Chicago trade but did not last long 
as her fastenings were found to be rusted by the long 
submersion and soon gave way; the Detroit sailed the 
lakes until on September 15, 1841 she was dismantled, 
set adrift by Hotel keepers with, reportedly, a bear 
and other animals aboard, to go over the Niagara 
Falls just as a spectacle to draw attention of visitors. 


From their experience with the Lawrence they felt 
that the Niagara with her shallow hold would not be 
suitable for merchant service and was left on the 
bottom of Misery Bay. 


On December 9, 1857 Captain Miles sold his re- 
maining interests to Leander Dobbins, a descendant 
of Daniel Dobbins, and for some years the Lawrence 
remained the prey of relic hunters as she was not in 
very deep water and in 1860 at the time of the dedi- 
cation of the Perry Monument in Cleveland, several 
timbers were taken from the wreck, handsome arm- 
chairs made from them, one being presented to Doctor 
Usher Parsons who served as Surgeon on board the 
Lawrence during the battle; one was sent to the 
President of the Perry Monument Association in 
Cleveland and another to Captain Stephen Champlin 
of Buffalo, a cousin of Commodore Perry, who had 
commanded the schooner Scorpion during the Battle 
of Lake Erie. Several large fragments are owned by 
the Buffalo Historical Society and for several years 
the making of “‘Lawrence Canes” was a profitable 
industry in Erie. 


In 1875 Mr. Dobbins placed the Lawrence in the 
hands of John Dunlap, Thomas J. Viers and Rush 
Warner for exhibition at the Centennial Celebration 
of the Declaration of Independence and ultimate dis- 
posal as souvenirs. The hull of the Lawrence was 
raised September 17, 1875, towed across the bay to 
the city and again sunk; in the spring of 1876 she was 
again raised, cut in two, put on railroad cars and 
shipped to Philadelphia for the Centennial. There 
was nothing showy in the few ribs and planks that 
were all that remained for exhibition and besides, in 
the year of the Centennial it was a difficult matter to 
convince even the few who went to see the pitiful 
remains, that they represented in any degree what- 
ever the greatest flagship of the Squadron that had 
won so famous a victory from the British 100 years 


before. Many compared it with the canal boats of the 
same size of which they were so familiar at that time, 
and could not be convinced that this 100 foot vessel 
could have been so significant in our United States 
History. 


This is most unfortunate to the City of Erie which 
should have forever possessed and cherished this relic 
with which its name had been so prominently linked 
and could have been preserved with her sister ship 
the Niagara, as the remains were purchased by Rush 
Warner and a Mr. Adams who hoped to realize some 
profit by converting it into relics, but the building in 
which her timbers were stored burned down and all 
was consumed. 


This was the end of the Lawrence! 


Only one, the Niagara, survives. She was used by 
the Government as a receiving ship at Erie until 1818 
when she was abandoned and sunk in Misery Bay 
near the Lawrence but in deeper water and escaped 
the same fate of the ravages of relic hunters to a large 
extent. The Niagara was never raised from her grave 
until General A. Elverton Sisson and Captain William 
L. Morrison of Erie conceived the idea of raising her 
in memory for the 100th Anniversary of the Battle of 
Lake Erie in 1913. She was raised, reconstructed in 
entirety to her original lines and armanent, and ex- 
hibited during that year at cities and towns through- 
out the entire Great Lakes. After this celebration she 
was put on exhibit at various places around Erie 
harbor and ultimately went aground on the shores of 
Misery Bay where she had been born and was left for 
many years to rot. Eventually money was raised 
through the efforts of the Erie County Historical 
Society and part cf the vessel salvaged and some re- 
building accomplished; it still remains on exhibit 
along the west slip of the Erie harbor on lower State 
Street in Erie and we now have high hopes that it will 
again be rebuilt so she can be seen as the Niagara of 
old by those who visit Erie for the Sesquicentennial. 


Complete Roster 


Brig Lawrence—Commodore Perry selected the 
brig Lawrence as his flagship for base of operation with 
Lieut. John J. Yarnell, Lieut. Dulaney Forrest, 
Purser Samuel Hambleton, Surgeon Samuel Horsely, 
Acting Surgeon Usher Parsons, Sailing Master Wil- 
liam S. Taylor, Chaplin Thomas Breese, Thomas 
Claxton Acting Master’s Mate and Midshipmen 
Augustus Swartout, Peleg K. Dunham, Henry Laub 
(killed in battle), and James Alex Perry, brother of 
Commodore Perry as his sailimg Officers and 147 men. 
There are numerous and conflicting records, if they 
can be called that, concerning the statistics of all the 
Naval vessels in the fleet during the Battle of Lake 
Erie, but the information we have recorded here is 
believed to be as accurate as can be obtained at this 
late date. The Lawrence built at Erie, Penna., launched 
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MILK...

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June 20, 1813 was 100 feet long with the greatest dis- 
tance between the perpendiculars being 110 feet with 
a 29 or 30 foot beam and 9 foot hold, flush deck and 
pierced for 20 guns with 2 of these in the stern ports. 
There were eighteen 32-pound carronades each weigh- 
ing about 3600 ounds and two 12-pound long guns 
identified as “‘chasers’’ in the forward hold. The 
word “‘carronade”’ is derived from Carron Iron Works 
in Scotland and these cannons were used most ef- 
fectively at close range and fired a scattering shot at 
low velocity which raked the enemy deck and rigging 
with deadly effect. Commodore Perry used scraps of 
iron sewed in leather bags in addition to shot, grape 
and canister in his warfare. 


There are some differences in accounts which refer 
to the one ship built as being named St. Lawrence after 
the river of that name, inasmuch as another vessel 
was named Niagara after the Niagara River, but the 
name actually was given by the U. 8S. Navy Depart- 
ment as Lawrence in honor of Captain James Lawrence, 
born 1781 died 1813. This is the first Naval vessel to 
commemorate this war hero who commanded the 
frigate USS Chesapeake in her engagement with the 
British ship Shannon June 1, 1813 when he reportedly 
issued his last command, “Don’t Give Up The Ship,” 
which became a popular motto and was used by 
Commodore Perry in the form of a light blue flag 
hoisted during the battle on which these words were 
crudely distinguishable in white letters. 


The Lawrence, a two masted square rig vessel, 
damaged in the battle of Put-in-Bay to such an extent 
that Commodore Perry transferred to the brig Niagara 
as shown in the famous painting by Wm. Henry 
Powell, born 1824 in Ohio, died 1879 in New York. 
(The original painting hangs in the U. 8. Senate 
Building, Washington, D. C.) 


Four other vessels carried this famous name for the 
U. 8S. Navy, the second Lawrence was a 10-gun brig 
launched August 1, 1843 at Baltimore; the third was 
U.S. Navy Torpedo Boat Destroyer number 8 built 
at Quincy, Mass. and launched November 7, 1900 
under sponsorship of Miss Ruth Lawrence a great 
niece of Captain James Lawrence; number four was 
Destroyer D250 launched July 10, 1920 again under 
sponsorship of Miss Ruth Lawrence; the fifth and 
present namesake is DDG4 guided missile Destroyer 
launched February 27, 1960 under sponsorship of 
Mrs. Fernie C. Hubbard, great, great grand daughter 
of Captain Lawrence. The Lawrence number 5 was 
commissioned on January 6, 1962 to commemorate 
the beginning of the 150th Anniversary of the War 
of 1812 in which her namesake, Captain James 
Lawrence performed so valiant a role. This is the only 
vessel, except Somers DD947 now afloat to carry the 
name of any of the nine original members of the 
Battle Fleet. 


Brig Niagara—The Niagara was made along the 
same plans as the Lawrence, but since no complete set 
of drawings existed it could hardly be said that they 
were duplicates, but when she was launched at Erie 
on July 4, 1813, there was little to distinguish be- 
tween the two vessels which were to comprise the 
main armament of Perry’s fleet. Insofar as armament, 
displacement and size she would be the same as the 
Lawrence and during the Battle of Lake Erie had a 
complement of 155 men and officers with Jesse D. 
Elliott Master Commandant as her commanding 
officer. Many Naval titles are shown for Mr. Elliott 
as when he replaced Lieut. Daniel Turner who re- 
turned to the Lawrence, he was listed as Lieutenant 
and in later years we see mention of Captain Elliott. 
Other officers of the Niagara were Lieut. John J. 
Edwards, Lieut. Joseph E. Smith, Purser Humphrey 
Magrath, Nelson Webster, Acting Sailing Master 
Robert R. Barton, Surgeon Richard O’Neil, Pilot, 
six Midshipmen and Captain A. B. Brevoort, Captain 
U.S. Infantry. 


The name Niagara was logically a local choice for 
the Niagara River but Navy records give credence for 
the derivation of the name from the capture of Fort 
Niagara on November 28, 1812 by a boat expedition 
under Lieut. Angus. 


Much will be written concerning the Niagara in 
this Souvenir edition, but after returning to Erie 
harbor after the Battle of Lake Erie, the Nuiagara 
together with some of the seized British vessels were 
used first as Hospital ships, then to convey some 1200 
troops up the Lake to take Malden on September 23, 
1813 and on the 30th helped the Army troops along 
the Detroit River. She was used in Erie as a receiving 
ship by the Government until sold August 8, 1825 
when she was allowed to sink beside the Lawrence, 
Detroit and Queen Charlotte. Her future career is similar 
to that of the Lawrence except the date when she was 
raised which was in 1913 for the Centennial celebra- 
tion at which time she was completely rebuilt to 
specifications of the original Niagara using much of 
her original structure, including complete keel and 
other sound timbers. 


Eight vessels carried this famous name in the long 
Navy history, the second being launched February 3, 
1856 and assisted in laying the first Trans-Atlantic 
cable to England and was used during the Civil War. 
(Another ship named Niagara, formerly Royal George, 
operated in the British Squadron opposed to Com- 
modore Chauncey on Lake Ontario in 1814). The 
third Niagara was built in 1877 and fitted out as a 
supply ship until sold in 1899. A Niagara was assigned 
to a submarine tender in 1912 but is not counted in 
the total as the name was changed to Fulton before 
the keel was laid, so number four was SP246 a motor 
patrol boat built in 1913 and leased by the Navy until 
she was returned to the owner March 20, 1919. The

fifth was also a patrol boat SP263 built in 1915 pur- 
chased July 5, 1917 and put out of commission April 
21, 1922. The sixth Niagara SP136 was a yacht built 
1898 and commissioned by the Navy April 16, 1918 
and sold September 13, 1933. Number seven was also 
a converted yacht the Hi Esmaro built in 1929 and 
acquired October 2, 1940 as Niagara PG52; reclassi- 
fied AGP-1 January 13, 1943 she was first a gunboat 
during World War II and later a Motor Torpedo boat 
tender in the South Pacific where she was sunk when 
attacked by six or more planes while on patrol with 
PT boats. The eight and last Niagara APA87 named 
for a County in New York State was built in Cali- 
fornia in 1944 and after duty during the War she was 
among the target vessels in the Atomic Bomb Tests 
at Bikini in 1946 but received only minor damage and 
was stricken from the Navy list and sold on February 
6, 1950; so now, today, there is nothing on the Navy 
records of a ship to commemorate that once a Niagara 
was a great Naval warship in the Battle of Lake Erie 
in 1813. 


The brig Caledonia, built by the Canadian Govern- 
ment in 1807 at Malden, Ontario, a prize ship which 
had been captured off Fort Erie, Ontario, October 8, 
1812 from the British by Lieut. Elliott, had a dis- 
placement of 85 tons and 3 or 4 guns which have 
variously been listed as long 24 and long 12-pounders 
and one 32-pound carronade. 


During the Battle of Lake Erie she was com- 
manded by Daniel Turner, Lieut. Commandant with 
a crew of 53 men. Caledonia is the ancient name given 
for Scotland by the Romans and presently the name 
of a County in Vermont. The second Caledonia 
(AK167) was launched January 1, 1945 at Richmond, 
California sponsored by Mrs. V. Brown and de- 
commissioned March 25, 1946 sloop Trippe (Tribbe). 


The sloop Trippe was built in 1803 by Porter, 
Barton & Co., of Black Rock in the Scajaquade Creek 
shipyards, Buffalo as the Contractor of 50 to 60 ton 
displacement commanded by Captain Wm. Lee. She 
was sold to the Goverment in 1812 and commanded 
during the Battle by Thomas Holdup, Lieut. Com- 
mandant with a compliment of 35 men; she carried 
only one long gun either an 18, 24 or 32-pounder. 


The second Trippe (DD33) commissioned March 
23, 1911 was stricken from the Naval register on 
August 22, 1934; the third was Destroyer (DD403) 
launched May 14, 1938 with Miss Betty Trippe, first 
cousin of Lieut. Commander John Trippe for whom 
the vessel was named, serving as sponsor. This the 
last Trippe was sunk by Naval gunfire when used for 
target practice off the coast of California in February 
of 1948. 


SCHOONER ARIEL 


The schooner Ariel was a clipper ship and a pilot 
boat model being the first of the six ships built in Erie

Harbor to have the keel laid was launched April 1813. 
Her displacement was 60 ton and carried four long 
12-pounders during the Battle of Lake Erie when she 
was commanded by John Packett, Lieut. Comman- 
dant with a compliment of 36 men and Asel Wilken- 
son Pilot and Thomas Brownwell as Sailing Master. 


The first Ariel a 26-gun sloop-of-war built in 1777 
on the Thames River, England was named for Ariel, 
the airy, prankish spirit character in Shakespeare’s 
“Tempest” and one of the fallen angels in Milton’s 
‘Paradise Lost’’. Ariel is also the name of the inner 
satellite of Uranus and considered as of Hebrew origin 
meaning “‘lion or alter of God” as the name of a Moa- 
bite mentioned in the Old Testament. The third 
Ariel a 48 ton schooner built as the Fourth Of July 
was commissioned on May 19, 1831 and renamed the 
Ariel on June 9, 1831. The fourth was a small 20 ton 
schooner captured November 14, 1862 was officially 
purchased by the Navy July 24, 1863; number five 
was built in 1933 at Newport News, Virginia dis- 
placement 7058 tons, 446 feet long and when acquired 
by the Navy her name was changed April 28, 1942 
from her original name Dione to Ariel and was de- 
commissioned June 21, 1946 and returned to her 
owner. 


SCHOONER PORCUPINE 


The schooner Porcupine built at Erie was launched 
April 15, 1813 had a displacement of 50 tons and car- 
ried one long 32-pounder, commanded by Acting Sail- 
ing Master George Senat during the Battle of Lake 
Erie and had been her Midshipman previosuly. The 
Navy lists 25 men aboard this vessel during the battle. 
The only other Naval vessel with this name was built 
at New Orleans as the SS Leif Ericson and commis- 
sioned December 30, 1943 as the Porcupine in the 
Mare Island Naval Shipyard but was destroyed 
exactly one year later by a “‘suicide” Japanese plane 
which exploded a bomb on her deck before landing 
amidship in the pilot house. 


SCHOONER SCORPION 


The schooner Scorpion 62 feet long 17 foot beam 
and 5 foot hold had a displacement of 60 tons with 
one long 12-pounder and one long 24-pounder, com- 
manded by Sailing-Master Stephen Champlin who 
was accredited with having fired the first and last 
shots of the Battle of Lake Erie, was an uncle of Miss 
Elizabeth Champlin Mason to whom Commodore 
Perry was married in 1810. 


She had a compliment of 35 men and officers dur- 
ing the battle with Midshipmen John W. Wendell and 
John Clark (killed during the battle). Built at Erie, 
she was the second vessel carring this name, the first 
being a schooner acquired by the U. 8. Navy in 1812 
commanded by Lieut. Edmond P. Kennedy at Nor- 
folk Station with 25 men and armed with one long 
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24-pounder, one 18-pounder and two 12-pounders; 
the third was the former steamer Aurora built in 
1846 at New York and purchased by the Navy Jan- 
uary 7, 1847 for $65,000, and the fourth a converted 
twin-screw yacht named Sovereign built in 1896 was 
renamed Scorpion when purchased for $30,000 by the 
Navy April 2, 1898; she was 250 feet long and carried 
a compliment of 7 officers and 93 men. The fifth and 
last Scorpion SS278 named for the fish of the family 
Scorpaenidae which resembles a spider, was launched 
July 20, 1942, sponsored by Miss Elizabeth T. Mon- 
agle and was lost while on war patrol in the Yellow 
Sea sometime after her last contact January 5, 1944. 


The schooner Somers built in shipyard at LaSalle 
in Niagara County, N. Y. in 1809 was originally the 
merchant ship Catherine with a displacement of 65 
tons and carried either two long 18-pounders or one 
long 12-pounder and one long 24-pounder. She was 
under command of Sailing Master Thomas C. Almy 
with a complement of 30 men during the Battle of 
Lake Erie with David C. Nichols as Midshipman. The 
second was a brig built at New York launched April 
16, 1842; number three Torpedo Boat No. 22 built in 
Germany during the 1890’s; the fourth Somers DD301 
built in San Francisco launched December 28, 1918 
sponsored by Miss Anna Maxwell Jayne, daughter of 
Rear Admiral Joseph L. Jayne, U. S. Navy and 
scrapped March 19, 1931; the USS Somers DD381 was 
built in New Jersey launched March 13, 1937 under 
the sponsorship of Miss Marie and Miss Suzanne 
Somers, fourth cousins of the Late Lieut. Richard 
Somers III, U. 8. Navy is the fifth vessel to be named 
after this officer, born September 15, 1778 who re- 
ceived his warrant as Midshipman on April 20, 1798. 
He was killed on the night of September 4, 1804 when 
the Intrepid loaded with powder and explosives under 
Master Commandant Somers was prematurely blown 
up by gun fire of the Tripolitans in the Mediterranean. 
The present DD947 is the six Somers and except for 
the Lawrence launched January 6, 1962, is the only 
other vessel which carries the name of any of the 
original fleet. Built at Bath, Maine launched May 
30, 1958 she is 418 feet long, 45 foot beam and dis- 
placement of 4,000 tons. 


Schooner Tigress 

The schooner Tigress built at Erie was 50 feet long 
17 foot beam and 5 foot hold and had a displacement of 
50 tons with one long 32-pounder and 27 men aboard 
during the Battle of Lake Erie with Augustus H. M. 
Conkling. Commandant in command; Master’s Mate 
A. McDonald was also listed as an officer on this 
schooner together with Midshipmen Alexander C. 
Stout and Hugh Nelson Page. 


Schooner Ohio 


It is well here to make mention of the schooner 
Ohio which was commanded by Sailing Master Daniel 


Dobbins who is responsible in many ways for the 
building of the fleet at Erie, as she was listed as part 
of Commodore Perry’s fleet and Dobbins was a mem- 
orable individual of the Lakes. The Ohio was con- 
sidered a supply vessel and because of Sailing Master 
Dobbins’ experience on the lakes, had been ordered 
back to Erie on August 22, 1813 for supplies but had 
not as yet returned when the Battle of Lake Erie was 
fought at Put-In-Bay. She had a displacement of 62 
tons and carried but one long 24-pounder which 
seemed sufficient for Mr. Dobbins, especially because 
of his proficiency in sailing this vessel. 


Schooner Amelia 


The schooner Amelia has also been listed as part 
of Perry’s fleet and was at one time known as Tigress 
of 72 tons displacement and carried one long 24- 
pounder, but had been condemned at Erie and sunk 
in the harbor before the battle on September 10, 1813. 


We do not have such a complete record of the 
British vessels but the Flagship Detroit with a dis- 
placement of 490 tons carried a crew of 150 men, 19 
long guns, was built by the British at Malden, On- 
tario in 1813 and in fact the British were awaiting its 
completion before they could attempt to engage WICU-TV 
Admiral Perry’s fleet. Captain Richard H. Barclay a 
was commander with First Lieut. Garland (killed ERIE 
during the battle) and Second Lieut. Inglis as his 
Junior Officers. Another British Detroit was originally 
the American Adams captured in August 1812 at 
Detroit and went to Buffalo where she was captured 
on October 9, together with the Caledonia by Lieut.

Provincial Government of Canada at Amherstburg 
with displacement of 230 tons and carried a crew of 
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86 and armament of 13 long guns under command of 
Lieut. Commander Buchan and Master’s Mate 
Gateshill. 


Brig Hunter of 180 tons and crew of 45 with 10 
guns was built in 1806 by the Canadian Government 
was under command of Lieut. Bignall. 


Schooner Chippewa was built at Maumee, Ohio by 
Captain Bud Martin and sailed by him until captured 
by the British who fitted her out as a man-of-war with 
one long 9 inch gun commanded by Master’s Mate 
Campbell with a crew of 15 had a displacement of 
70 tons. 


Sloop Little Bell, displacement 90 tons and crew of 
18 with three guns was an American vessel built at 
Black Rock in 1810 by Captain William Lee and 
named Friend’s Good Will until captured at Mackinac 
by the British and renamed Little Belt and commanded 
by Dallas Randall. 


Background of the 
War Heroes of 1812 
By H. Rilling 


It has been said that ‘“‘among the noblest of a 
nation’s possessions is the memory of her great men.”’ 
When we think of the heroes of the 1812 War in the 
Battle of Lake Erie two names come to mind above all 
others: Oliver Hazard Perry, the 27 year old navy 
Captain in charge of the action on Lake Erie, and 
Sailing Master Daniel Dobbins, U. S. N., builder of 
Perry’s fleet, the 20 gun brigs, Lawrence and Niagara, 
the schooner Ariel and the gunboats Porcupine, 
Tigress and Scorpion. 


There were 490 men in the muster roll under 
Perry’s command. Most of his officers were young and 
without a knowledge of navigation on the Lakes. The 
average age of the commissioned officers was less than 
23 years and of the warrant officers less than 20 years. 
His common seamen were largely recruited from 
among the backwoodsmen of Pennsylvania, and Ken- 
tucky sharpshooters. Perry’s immediate superior was 
Commodore Isaac Chauncey, U.S. N. the commander 
on Lakes Erie and Ontario, with headquarters at 
Sacketts Harbor, New York at the eastern end of 
Lake Ontario. 
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Sixty-four years after Perry's Victory of the Battle 
of Lake Erie, in 1877, Trask, Prescott & Richardson 
Co. was founded by three gentlemen from Boston 
who were to become important factors on the Erie 
business scene. In 1902 they moved their prospering 
store from the original location at 817 State St. to 
the present large building at State and 9th. In 
1955, when the West Erie Plaza store opened, 
Trask’s embarked on a program of moderate size 
suburban stores, augmented in March, 1963 by the 


opening of their new Liberty Center Store.

Perry’s opposite number in the battle was Captain 
Robert H. Barclay, R. N., commander of the British 
fleet on Lake Erie. Barclay was a skillful and expe- 
rienced seaman who had served with Nelson at 
Trafalgar. He was born in Scotland and died at 
Edinburgh in 1837. His force of Canadian boatmen 
and soldiers numbered 32 officers and 470 seamen. 





Captain Oliver Hazard Perry was a native of 
Rhode Island and came from a seafaring family. He 
was a mishipman at 13 and had had much practical 
experience in naval affairs when he took command on 
Lake Erie. He left Erie in October 1813, never to 
return. He followed an active career in the Navy until 
1819 when he was given command of a fleet which 
was ordered to the West Indies to do battle with the 
pirates there. Here he contracted yellow fever and died 
after a brief illness on his 34th birthday. 


In his report of the Battle of Lake Erie to the 
Honorable William Jones, Secretary of the Navy, 
Perry cited the following of his men: 


John J. Yarnell, first lieutenant on the Lawrence 
was several times wounded. He had been warranted 
as a midshipman in 1809 and commissioned in July 
1813. Ten days after the action he was sent to Erie 
in command of the hospital-ship, Lawrence. As com- 
mander of the Epervier he was lost at sea with all hands 
on board in 1815. 


Midshipman Dulany Forest and Sailing Master 
William V. Taylor were ‘‘of great assistance to Perry.” 
Forest had been appointed midshipman in 1809; he 


was acting lieutenant of the flagship Lawrence and 
acted as chief signal officer. After the engagement he 
was dispatched to Washington with Perry’s official 
report of the battle and the captured flags. He was 
commissioned a lieutenant in 1814 and died of fever 
in 1825. Sailing Master Taylor was a sailor, mate and 
captain in the merchant service. When war was de- 
clared in 1812 he lost his employment. In 1813 he 
came from Newport with Perry to aid in the building 
of the fleet at Erie. As an experienced seaman he gave 
valuable service in the equipping of the vessels. He was 
commissioned a lieutenant in 1814, commander in 
1831 and post captain in 1841. He died in 1851 at the 
age of 78. 


Lieutenant John Brooks, Midshipman Henry Laub 
and Midshipman John Clark were all cited as valuable 
and promising officers. Brooks of the Lawrence was 
killed in the action. He was the son of a governor of 
Massachusetts and was a lieutenant of marines. He 
aided Perry by recruiting a company of marines for 
the fleet and was an excellent drill officer. Also killed 
was Midshipman Laub of the Lawrence. He had been 
appointed in 1809 and was considered to be “an 
estimable young man.” Kin of his live at Erie today. 
Midshipman Clark of the Scorpion was from Herkimer 
County, New York and was killed in the early part of 
the battle. 


Mr. Samuel Hambleton, purser on the Lawrence, 
was a native of Talbot County, Maryland. He had 
been a merchant in Georgetown and a clerk in the 
Navy Department. He was the special friend and 
counselor of Perry. During the battle he was severely 
wounded. He spent his later years in agricultural 
pursuits and died in 1851. 


Midshipman Thomas Claxton and Augustus 
Swartout of the Lawrence were both severely wounded. 
Claxton, son of the doorkeeper to the House of Rep- 
resentatives at Washington, was a most promising 
officer. He had been appointed in 1810 and ordered to 
Erie early in 1813. He died of his wounds 30 days after 
the battle and was buried at Erie. Swartout was 
appointed in 1812. He sailed with Perry in the Java 
in 1815 and died in 1820. 


Lieutenants Joseph Smith and John J. Edwards 
and Midshipman Nelson Webster all of the Niagara 
were cited ‘‘as behaving in a very handsome manner.” 
Smith was appointed midshipman in 1808 and lieu- 
tenant in March 1813 serving under Elliott as first 
lieutenant of the Niagara during the battle. He died 
in Virginia in December 1813. Edwards was appointed 
midshipman in 1809 and lieutenant in December of 
1813. He was an acting lieutenant in the battle, was 
slightly wounded and died of fever at Erie in January 
1814. Webster had been appointed in February 1811, 
acted as sailing master of the Niagara during the 
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Land Lighthouse at the Ft. of Lighthouse 
St. on Erie’s eastside stands on approxi- 
mate site of 1818’s first lighthouse on the 
Lakes. Today’s lighthouse is the third 
built there, it having been erected in 1866 
and retired in 1885. Then near bay’s chan- 
nel entrance, 1866 tower was 67 ft. in 
height from water table to focal plane 
of the lens; and 127 ft. above the lake’s 
level, It originally had an imported $7,000 
lens which threw a fixed white light visi- 
ble for 17 miles to ships out in Lake Erie. 
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battle, was commissioned lieutenant in 1814 and died 
melo: 


Captain Henry B. Brevoort of the U. S. Army, 
was cited as “‘an excellent and brave officer who did 
great execution with his musketry.” He acted as a 
volunteer in the capacity of a marine officer on board 
the Niagara. He had previously navigated the Lakes 
in command of the Brig Adams. 


Lieutenant Daniel Turner in command of the 
Caledonia (a brig fitted out at Buffalo) was cited “‘as 
an officer to be relied on in all situations.’’ Turner was 
a native of Newark, New Jersey, appointed midship- 
man in 1808 and commissioned lieutenant in 1813, 
when he was ordered to the Lakes where he aided in 
the rigging and fitting out of the new fleet. He com- 
manded the /Viagara on its first trip (to Long Point) 
but after the arrival of Elliott, Turner commanded 
the third ship, the Caledonia. His ship fought nobly 
beside the Lawrence in the battle. During 1814 he was 
captured by the enemy and taken to Montreal. He 
became a master commander in 1825 and post captain 
in 1835. After an eminent naval career he died and was 
buried at Philadelphia in 1850. 


Lieutenant John Packet of the Ariel and Sailing 
Master S. M. Champlin of the Scorpion, were cited 
“as being of great service.” Packet, a Virginian, had 
been warranted midshipman in 1809 and promoted to 
lieutenant in September 1813. Me arrived in Erie only 
a few days before the battle and was put in command 
of the Ariel. He served at Erie several years after the 
battle and died of fever. Champlin commanded the 
Scorpion. He was a cousin of Perry and came with him 
from Rhode Island. The Scorpion fired the first and 
last shot from an American vessel in the fight. Champ- 
lin commanded the two prize ships Queen Charlotte and 
Detroit at Put-in-Bay during the winter of 1813-14. 
He saw much active service in the navy and in 1845 
commanded the Steamer Michigan for 24% years. He 
was the last surviving commander of Perry’s fleet and 
lived at Buffalo where he died in 1871. 


Mr. Humphrey McGrath, purser on the Niagara, 
“was spoken of in the highest terms’? by his com- 
mander, Captain Elliott. McGrath took his own life 
in 1814, 


“Of Captain Jesse D. Elliott, commander of the 
Niagara,” Perry stated, “‘it is almost superfluous to 
speak. He evinced his characteristic bravery and 
judgement.” Elliott was second in command of the 
squadron on Lake Erie and was left in charge at Erie 
when Perry went East. Elliott’s conduct during the 
Battle of Lake Erie and Perry’s attitude toward him 
have been the subject of much commentary in speech 
and writing. Captain Elliott was born 1785 in Mary- 
land, appointed midshipman in 1806, leutenant in 
1810 and master commandant in 1813. In 1818 he 


was appointed captain and followed a career in the 
U. S. Navy until 1840 when he was tried by a court 
martial and suspended from the service for a period. 
He died 18 December 1845. 


In addition to those officially cited by Perry, there 
may be added the name of Usher Parsons, M. D., a 
native of Maine. In 1812 he entered the navy as 
surgeon’s mate and was on the flagship Lawrence dur- 
ing the battle, as acting surgeon. Since the other two 
surgeons were ill of fever, he was the only medical 
officer able to attend the wounded of the fleet. Perry 
gave him honorable mention in a letter to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. After 10 years service in the Navy, 
Parsons went to live in Providence, Rhode Island 
where he practiced medicine and surgery and had a 
brilliant career. 


The last survivor of Perry’s command was Ben- 
jamin Fleming who died at Erie in 1870 age 96 years. 
He was of Scotch descent, served on the Niagara and 
was an important witness in the controversy between 
Perry and Captain Elliott. 


The United States Army as well as the Navy 
played an important role at Erie during the War of 
1812. The military commander in northwest Pennsyl- 
vania was Major General David Mead. a descendant 
of New England stock, born June 17, 1752 in Hudson, 
New York, and the pioneer settler of Meadville in 
Crawford County where he settled permanently about 
1788. He was promoted Major-General of the 16th 
Division in 1807 and it was he who ordered Captain 
Dobbins to Washington with news of the surrender of 
Detroit and the need to establish a defense at Erie. 
General Mead rendered valuable service in various 
ways during the building of the squadron at Erie and 
in preparations for the defense of the fleet. When he 
visited the fleet on Sunday afternoon, August 1, 1813, 
Perry thanked him heartily for his cooperation. 
General Mead died ip 1816. 


Serving under General Mead was Brigadier Gen- 
eral John Kelso who headed a militia brigade of some 
2,000 men of which Erie County was a part. General 
Kelso was born in 1788 in Cumberland County, Penn- 
sylvania. He came to Erie County in 1798 and settled 
at Erie in 1800. Here he served as a land agent, 
Associate judge and prothonotary of Erie County. He 
died in 1819. 


Dr. John C. Wallace commanded the Erie County 
militia unit under General Kelso. Wallace was born 
in Dauphin County in 1771 and died at Erie in 1827. 
He was with General Anthony Wayne during the 
Indian Wars and came to Erie in 1803. In 1806 he was 
elected to be Erie’s first burgess. After the Battle of 
Lake Erie he aided Dr. Parsons in caring for the 
wounded. 


Another military officer was Thomas Forster who 
served as a captain and brigade inspector during the 
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1812 War at Erie, commanding a volunteer company 
of 60 citizens who guarded the ships during the winter 
of 1812-1813. Forster was also a surveyor and land 
agent who had been appointed collector of the port at 
Erie by President Adams, in 1799. Colonel Forster 
was born near Harrisburg in 1762 and died at Erie in 
1836. 


Simeon Dunn, a scout of the War of 1812, was 
Perry’s messenger. He carried messages to Commodore 
Chauncey at Buffalo and was commended by both 
Captain Perry and General Mead. Dunn was a native 
of New Jersey, born there in 1782, and he died at 
Erie in 1872. Among other enterprises he manu- 
factured brick here. 


The military at Erie was responsible for erecting 
the following fortifications: a redoubt was thrown up 
at the site of Land Lighthouse and another one on 
Garrison Hill (Soldiers and Sailors Home); a block- 
house was built on the bluff where the large vessels 
were being constructed at the mouth of Cascade 
Creek. A brigade of troops was encamped there, too. 
Another redoubt was thrown up on the bluff com- 
manding the Navy Yard at Lee’s Run (Peach-Sassa- 
fras area) and a troop encampment was here, also. 


No mention of the heroes of the Battle of Lake 
Erie would be complete without mention of the men 
who built Perry’s fleet. As has been stated before, 
Sailing Master Daniel Dobbins was in charge and a 
longer account of him is given elsewhere. 


Superintendent of the job was Noah Brown, a 
master shipwright who came from New York bringing 
with him 25 carpenters, among whom were Thomas 
Henton, senior, and his son Thomas Henton, junior, 
both natives of Pembrokeshire, Wales. Two men who 
later became sons-in-law of Thomas Henton, senoir, 
were also in this group, Jeremiah Osborne and Captain 
John Richards, senior, the latter also a native of 
Wales. Brown’s firm of Brown and Bell of New York 
had been designated to build Perry’s fleet in 1812. 


Ebenezer Crosby was a master carpenter who 
worked under Dobbins building gunboats. Henry 


Kckford was the principal carpenter of Commodore 
Chauncey’s naval command and it was he who de- 
signed the brigs, Niagara and Lawrence. 


A small amount of research done within a short 
time has brought these names together. It is hoped 
that. many more persons may be identified as builders 
of Perry’s fleet. The present Sesquicentennial cele- 
bration should lead to further research in this matter.

The Battle of Lake Erie 
By Frank 8S. Anderson 


A little after five o’clock on the morning of Sep- 
tember 10, 1813, the look-out on the mast head of the 
Lawrence gave a long-awaited and welcome signal. 
The British fleet had been sighted. Apparently, it had 
left the protection of Malden, the British base, and 
sailed out of the Detroit River into Lake Erie and was 
heading in the direction of Put-in-Bay. By seven 
o'clock, all six ships of the enemy could be plainly seen 
from the Lawrence and any doubt that the British 
fleet was not seeking battle had disappeared. 


Perry had been hoping for battle with the enemy 
ever since the morning of August 6 when he had 
ordered the fleet to sail from Erie for Long Point, 
twenty miles across the lake. He had also looked 
forward to a possible meeting with Barclay’s fleet on 
the way to Sandusky from August 12 to 16. Later he 
had twice sailed into the Detroit River with battle 
colors streaming out a challenge to his foe. Twice 
Barclay had refused to challenge, waiting until the 
Detroit, the largest and most powerful ship in either 
fleet, was completed, equipped and manned. 


The strategy by which Perry hoped to battle the 
British fleet had been carefully planned. He realized 
that the enemy had many more long-range guns than 
he possessed and if the battle were fought at long 
range these guns of the British would give them a 
decided advantage. However, at close range the 
American fleet would have the advantage. In close 
conflict their heavy thirty-two pounder cannonades 
could throw almost twice the amount of metal possible 
to the enemy. Each American vessel was given its own 
antagonist on the British side. Perry, on his flagship, 
the Lawrence, reserved for himself the privilege of 
fighting the Detroit, Captain Barclay’s flagship. Com- 
modore Elliott on the Niagara was to battle the 
Queen Charlotte. 


The battle began about quarter to twelve when a 
shell from the Detroit aimed at the Lawrence fell short. 
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Many things have changed, but one thing re-

This first shot at a distance interval of a mile and a 
half clearly indicated Barclay’s plan of action. He in- 
tended to fight Perry’s fleet at long range. 


A second shot from the Detroit five minutes later 
went crashing through the side of the Lawrence. At 
the moment the fortunes of battle did not favor Perry. 
The wind had died away leaving the Lawrence drifting 
toward the Detroit, but still too far away for its guns 
to be effective. Four of the American ships had fallen 
back over a mile and their guns could be of no value 
for a long time. Despite this fact, Perry continued his 
course toward the Detroit which was now able to con- 
centrate all its heavy guns on the Lawrence. For over 
fifteen minutes the guns of Perry’s flagship could not 
reach the Detroit. Shot after shot from the Detroit took 
terrible effect. The deck of the Lawrence began to fill 
with wounded. The wind which began to come up was 
of little use since the rigging was in shreds and the sails 
could no longer be worked. 


The Lawrence’s first broadsides to hit the Detroit 
did little damage as its ship’s walls were so thick. The 
two flagships drifted closer and closer to each other 
until they were only some three hundred yards apart. 
The Lawrence was now able to pour a continuous 
broadside into the Detroit and the Kentucky riflemen 
were also able to inflict great damage. 


Despite Perry’s orders for all his ships to come in 
for close action, the Niagara had kept so far away 
that the Queen Charlotte, Elliott’s designated adver- 
sary, could not reach her with any of its guns. Accord- 
ingly, Captain Finnis of the Queen Charlotte, wishing 
to be in the battle put on all sail possible and ran 
down the line to aid the Detroit. Elliott’s inability or 
unwillingness to bring the Niagara into close conflict 
now forced the Lawrence to receive the terrific broad- 
sides of both the Detroit and the Queen Charlotte. Al- 
though at intervals the Niagara fired a long gun, for 
all practical purposes it was not in the battle. 


At half past two the last usable gun of the Lawrence 
was fired. A moment later it too was struck by a shell. 
Of the original crew, only eighteen were now available 
for duty. Sixty-one were wounded and twenty-two 
had been killed. As the Lawrence ceased firing, Bar- 
clay also withheld his fire. There was then no question 
in his mind that the British had won the battle. 


By some miracle the small boat astern of the 
Lawrence was uninjured. Perry now determined to 
transfer his battle flag to the Niagara and attempt to 
change defeat into victory. Despite heavy fire from 
the big guns and rifles of the British, the rowboat with 
Perry and four oarsmen reached the Niagara un- 
harmed. 

Perry at once hoisted his pennant signal and the 
motto containing Lawrence’s dying words, ‘‘Don’t 
give up the ship.” His next orders altered the course

of the Niagara and turned it to sail directly through 
the British line of battle. Fortune now smiled once 
more on Perry. The Queen Charlotte which was a little 
behind the Detroit attempted to pass the Detroit at 
leeward so that it might meet the Niagara with a 
broadside. Her sailing master misjudged the distance 
and in getting in the lee of the British flagship became 
becalmed. While in this predicament the first shot from 
the Niagara carried away one of the Queen Charlotte's 
topsail stays causing the canvas to fall back against 
the mast. The ship, becoming unmanageable, ran into 
the Detroit. 


At a distance of a hundred feet, the guns of the 
Niagara poured repeated broadsides into the en- 
tangled vessels. Its short range guns mowed down the 
sailors and marines crowded on their decks. The 
Niagara swept on to rake the Lady Prevost and the 
brig Hunter again and again and then came back to 
pour additional broadsides into the Detroit and Queen 
Charlotte. 


By three o’clock, or fifteen minutes after Perry had 
climbed aboard the Niagara, Perry had his victory. 
The Queen Charlotte, the Detroit, the brig Hunter 
and the schooner Lady Prevost surrendered. The 
Chippeway and the Little Belt tried to flee but were 
quickly overtaken by the Scorpion and the Trippe 
and also forced to surrender. 


The final act in the day’s drama was played out on 
the deck of the Lawrence when Perry awaited the 
British officers who came to surrender their swords. 
With true magnaimity Perry permitted them to keep 
their side arms and expressed his regret that he was 
unable to spare the services of Doctor Parsons, the 
only medical officer still available for duty with the 
American fleet. One final duty of the day was the 
sending of messages to General Harrison, the Secre- 
tary of War, and his immediate superior, Commodore 
Chauncey at Sacketts Harbor. All told of the day’s 
victory. The first portion of his letter to Harrison (on 
the back of an old envelope) has become one of the 
most famous statements of our American heritage, 
‘“‘We have met the enemy and they are ours; —.” 


Who were the American seamen who had made 
possible victory in the Battle of Lake Erie? There 
were almost four hundred officers and men to man 
Perry’s ten vessels when he sailed up the lake on the 
twelfth of August. Less than a hundred came any- 
where near qualifying as first-class seamen and only 
about forty had had experience in firing naval guns. 
Late in August approximately ome hundred volunteer 
Kentucky riflemen were added to their number. Fever 
or something similar to influenza had laid low so many 
men that there were one hundred and sixteen on the 
sick list on the day before the battle. Not generally 
known is the fact that almost one hundred of the crew

were negroes. Perry had nothing but the highest praise 
for the courage of all of his men in action. 


Barclay’s fleet was also lacking in experienced sea- 
men. According to a later statement, he never had 
more than fifty men who had served a day at sea. 


The remainder of his crew were Canadians, a few 
Indians and soldiers acting as marines. 


Few Americans realize the significance of the 
American victory on September 10. It was the first 
time in a long and glorious naval history that an 
entire British fleet had been defeated in battle, but 
more important was the fact that British power on 
Lake Erie was now definitely broken and also their 
plan to extend the boundaries of Canada down the 


Ohio and Mississippi Rivers to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Had Perry been defeated, Proctor and Tecumseh 
would have rushed south from Malden to extend their 
control over most of the rest of the Northwest Terri- 
tory. The treaty of peace ending the War of 1812 
would not have permitted the United States to keep 
its former boundaries. 


Events now moved swiftly toward the end of the 
Indian Confederacy under Tecumseh, the liberation 
of the Territory of Michigan, and the final overthrow 
of British power in the Northwest. American com- 
mand of the lake now made it possible for Perry on 
September twenty-seventh to land Harrison’s army 
three miles from Malden. They found that Proctor and 
Tecumseh had already retreated toward Long Point

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appeared off the peninsula, Erie citizens came crowd- 
ing to the shore. They were eager to celebrate the 
return of the commander they had learned to admire. 
They felt that whatever honor had come from 
Perry’s victory had also fallen on Erie. Their town, 
known to few Americans before the battle, was now 
talked about by nearly every citizen. That night Erie 
went wild. Cannon were fired at three minute inter- 
vals and a torchlight procession, bearing illuminated 
signs, marched down French Street (the main street 
of the town at this time). The next day, October 25, 
Perry left Erie never to return. 


It is interesting to note that Perry and Barclay 
became very good friends. At Erie Perry had requested 
that there be no noise or demonstration made in front 
of the hotel where Barclay was staying. A letter 


antiry 


written by Barclay at Buffalo to his brother carries 
these words: “The treatment I have received from 
Captain Perry has been noble indeed.—Since the 
battle he has been like a brother to me.” At a public 
dinner at Terrebonne, Canada, Barclay told of the 
exceptional kindness he had received from Perry, add- 
ing that the latter’s humanity to the prisoners would 
immortalize him. Dutton in his book, “‘Oliver Hazard 
Perry,” tells us that Barclay at this time proposed a 
toast: “Commodore Perry, the gallant and generous 
enemy.’ Over five hundred Canadians at this public 
dinner drank a toast to an American who had badly 
defeated them in battle. Surely this was an augury of 
the peace and friendship which was to characterize 
American-Canadian relations in the next one hundred 
and fifty years. 


WHY A SESQUI-CENTENNIAL? 


Coming at a time when the western world is still 
searching for roads to a lasting peace, it is significant 
that a group of public-spirited citizens in Erie, Penna., 
with full support of the entire community, are mapping 
out a commemorative program which is of high 
international consequence. 


One Hundred and Fifty Years of Peaceful 
Boundaries between The United States and 
Canada is their by-word. Their vehicle is the occasion 
of the 150th Anniversary of the Building of Perry’s 
Fleet and the Battle of Lake Erie. 


One of the most courageous chapters in American 
history was forged when the country was 36 years 
young; a time of suffering—growing pains caused by 
the need for expanded territories. 


The War of 1812 became the standard bearer for 
a dedicated cause—a cause in which a young nation 
reasserted her determination for independence and 
gave final notice to all that she was a free and sovereign 
nation. 


The most significant engagement of this War of 
1812, and certainly on record as one of the greatest of 
all Naval victories, was the Battle of Lake Erie, the 
results of which brought control of the Great Lakes to 
the Americans. Commanded by the young, astute 
Naval Commodore, Oliver Hazard Perry, the three- 
hour battle took place off Put-In-Bay, Ohio, near 
Sandusky. But behind this brief engagement lies a 
journal of vision, confidence, courage and sheer deter- 
mination unsurpassed in our nation’s history. 


The foresight of maritime Captain Daniel Dobbins 
in choosing Erie as the site for construction of Perry’s 
Fleet set the stage for this decisive victory. And the 
story behind the fleet’s construction is itself packed 
with tense drama and human interest. Erie will com- 
memorate the fleet’s construction and the Battle of 
Lake Erie with a series of events beginning May 29 
and concluding September 10, 1963. 


‘However,’ emphatically states Sumner H. Nichols, 
General Chairman of the Perry Sesquicentennial Com- 
mittee, ‘although this marks an anniversary of a 
major victory, we are placing importance on the fact 
that this victory set the stage for the establishment of 
peaceful boundries between two countries. We will 
develop various activities to focus attention upon this 
historic fact. No one can doubt but that these un- 
patrolled borders between our two countries are un- 
precedented in world history.” 


Consequently, the Erie group feels that it can be 
of great service to the country and to the interests of 
international good will if it can develop major pro- 
grams of participation highlighting the peaceful 
borders theme. 


In a recent statement to local media, Chairman 
Nichols said, ‘““We sincerely believe that our neighbors 
to the north of us are kindred spirits. Obviously we 
recognize their right to maintain their national 
identity as we wish to maintain ours. This does not 
preclude, however, a continuance of peaceful, pro- 
ductive and constructive association between our two 
countries. We are too closely linked culturally, eco- 
nomically and socially to deny the individuality of this 
friendly alliance.”’ 


Realizing the potential of this development, par- 
ticularly in view of current strained diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two countries, a delegation of the 
Perry Sesquicentennial Committee recently journeyed 
to Washington. There they had an appointment with 
the number three man in the State Department, 
Undersecretary of State for Political Affairs, Honor- 
able George McGhee. McGhee was delighted with the 
plans of the Erie group and gave them his full support 
and advice. Cementing this support, he turned over to 
them, as liason man, Mr. Wharton D. Hubbard of the 
Canadian Affairs Desk, U. S. State Department, who 
brought the committee to a meeting with Department 
of Defense Officials to co-ordinate military participa- 
tion between the two countries. Two days later, the 
delegation returned to Erie with promise of intensified 
federal support and assistance in developing a cele- 
bration of international scope. Joint U. S.-Canada 
participation will be realized mainly through cultural 
and military programs. Appropriately enough, the 
opening day of the Perry Sesquicentennial will also see 
the maiden voyage of a Ferry Boat between Erie and 
Port Dover, Ontario. 


The Perry Sesquicentennial Celebration will be 
the nations’ largest in 1963—in terms of scope, pro- 
gram, duration and purpose. It will commence on 
May 29 with Governor Scranton, as Chief Executive 
of the Commonwealth, hosting many distinguished 
guests. Congressman James D. Weaver is Chairman 
of the opening days festivities.

Our Executive Committee felt that the Perry Sesquicentennial Celebration was an activity 
far and beyond our city and county borders. More was involved than a commemoration of a battle. 
The Battle of Lake Erie, of decisive nature in the War of 1812, contributed to the final victory of 
that great war in which a young America reasserted her determination for independence. One of 
the major results of America’s victory in the War of 1812 was the permanent establishment of our 
boundaries. And though it is true that Canada was not confederated until 1867 and thus did not 
exist as a country at the time of The Battle of Lake Erie, Erie's Perry Sesquicentennial committee 
strongly felt that while the battle anniversary should be commemorated, emphasis should be 
placed on the fact that we are actually celebrating 150 years of peaceful boundaries between the 
United States and Canada, a situation which still remains unprecedented in world history. 


We then felt that all parties involved in the historic battle should be invited to participate in 
our opening program and thus extended invitations to: The State of Ohio, where the Battle was 
fought on September 10th off Put-In-Bay; The State of New York, from where some of the vessels 
and many supplies came; The State of Rhode Island, the birthplace of Commodore Oliver Hazard 
Perry; The State of Kentucky, whose ‘Kentucky Riflemen’ were famed sharpshooters aboard the 
Niagara; Canada, who today must certainly be counted among our most closest allies, friends, 
neighbors. Representatives from all of the above graciously accepted invitations to join us on 
opening day. In addition, we were honored to have with us a host of other dignitaries, including 
Mr. Jack Paar and Mr. Jim Bishop. We are indeed proud, therefore, to present our opening 
day program:

Tying together all 
events for such a gigantic program is a tremendous job, and in the 
case of Erie, many events are formulated with each new day.

More activities, events and programs will be 
developed throughout the summer long celebration. A schedule of 
these activities will be available at celebration headquarters, as well 
as through local and area newspaper, radio and TV. 


A reprinting of this book will probably be necessary in mid- 
summer. Therefore, to those organizations and groups who have not 
had their activity listed in this printing, please rest assured that it 
will be done at a later time.

The battered brig slowly rounded the Presque Isle 
peninsula and prepared to drop anchor in the middle 
of the bay. The ship surgeon, who had been rowed 
ashore in a small boat, was climbing the steep hill 
marked French Street.

Three men stood on 
the steps at the front entrance. 


One of them, the custodian David Grubb, Dr. 
Parsons remembered well. Just a few months before, 
Grubb had come to the Cascade shipyards to ask the 
doctor to take care of the hot tender swelling of his 
shoulder. A nick with the lancet and a forceful squeeze 
brought out a black metallic ball that had been there 
since the fight at Concord Bridge thirty-eight years 
before. 


This grateful man would do anything to make the 
public building suitable for the care of the sick. 


The others introduced themselves; Dr. Albert 
Thayer, short, heavy-set and with an ample reddish 
beard, and Dr. Plara Thayer, clean shaven, more 
carefully dressed in his long black coat, tight fitting 
brown vest, polished boots. The hands of both were 
roughened by harder work than rolling pills. 


But it would be well to be polite to them, for with- 
out their aid the task would be almost impossible. 
They were older, and so must be wiser. 


The closed building was stifling hot. 


Opening the doors and windows meant risking 
mosquitoes and other nocturnal nuisances, but that 
was better than depriving a seaman of fresh air.

The first job was to outline a system of treatment. 
The few sea chests of medical supplies had been 
brought up from the landing and there were writing 
materials to fill out the government forms and re- 
quired reports. The first of these was for the surgeon 
in charge: 

Name, Usher Parsons. Date, September 23, 
1813. Location, off Erie, Pennsylvania. Age, 25. 
Height, 69 inches. Weight, 150 pounds. Color 
of hair and eyes, brown. Identification marks, 
none. Training, with doctors in Boston and 
other places, much reading and practicing .. . 
and so on. 


No patients had arrived at the hospital so the 
Thayer brothers suggested that Dr. Parsons had time 
to give them a first-hand account of the battle. There 
were a few chairs in the hallway, and the young 
physician reluctantly consented. 


“Yes, I had charge of the sick bay on the Lawrence. 
We began having battle casualties brought down to 
us before we ourselves even fired a shot. There was a 
steady stream of them, and our quarters just below 
the deck level had little protection from the outside. 


“We swabbed, bandaged and splinted as fast as 
we could. With the smoke and the heat it was an 
inferno. There were three killed right before my eyes. 


“The marine Brooks had just thanked me for 
dressing his wound when a cannon ball came crashing 


through. He lived a few hours. 

“Midshipman Laub was shaking my hand, shout- 
ing above the deafening broadsides, when we were 
both slammed to the slippery boards. He was gone in 
a minute. 


“You know, as soon as some of these men were 
treated, they went right out on deck—walked, crawled 
or dragged themselves. With one good hand they could 
shoot, or load, or pull a rope. 

“Even my ward aides left me with all those 
wounded and went above because the commander was 
getting short handed. 

“The men would do anything for Perry. His 
example was magnificent. He was fighting everywhere 
—never loud or swaggering, just doing. 

“Now, you say I might be a little prejudiced in 
favor of a fellow Rhode Islander. Doctors, I have 
never even been in Rhode Island. I am from Massa- 
chusetts. 

“You ask about Elliott? As medical men, we are not 
supposed to criticize or antagonize, and | would 
rather not talk about what he should have done with 
the Niagara. 

“Why do I call him Lieutenant Perry? We have no 
knowledge of his being a commodore, although he 
richly deserves such recognition.

The dress of the local man of science was elegant; 
a plum colored broad-cloth dress coat, snowy white 
shirt ruffles, highly polished boots encasing crimson 
trousers. 


Dr. Wallace appeared also self assured and com- 
petent. As they shook hands, the youthful Navy 
doctor had a sense of relief. Here was one who would 
willingly share his burden. 


The four medical men discussed details of treat- 
ment. They agreed there would be no opium for the 
chest cases or respiratory fevers, no blood-letting with- 
out a majority approval, either jalop or calomel but 
not both in the same case, daily change of all dressings, 
isolation of fever cases from injured, and use of fresh 
spring or boiled water for medicinal purposes. 


Dr. Parsons wondered what Secretary of the Navy 
Jones would think if he knew a Navy surgeon was 
taking advice from civilians. But they were Pennsyl- 
vanians, as was the secretary. 


The names of the wounded and ill were listed again, 
Adams, Bird, Christy, Cochran, Cummings, Forest, 
Hamilton, Platt, Taylor and the rest. They came from 
Erie, from Kentucky and from Rhode Island and the 
other eastern states. They were of all ages, sizes, 
nationalities. 


Now they were together in the crowded rooms, 
hallways and corners of the makshift hospital—rest- 
ing, sleeping, coughing, sneezing, talking, laughing. 
All would recover. Some would go home and others 
would remain in the frontier settlement. 


It was amazing to see how the town people adapted 
their talents to the management of the hospital. The 
doors and windows were covered with screening ma- 
terial, sawdust and sand was placed near each bed, 
cot or floor blanket, and candles and lanterns were in 


good supply. 


The sister of the former burgess, regal in appear- 
ance but humble in manner, carried cool water to 
moisten fevered lips and dampen blistered skin. A 
tavern owner barbered and shaved convalescent men 
of the fleet. Others aided with the bandage changing, 
and looked away quickly when a sodden stump was 
exposed. 


No one in Erie lived alone. 


The late afternoon breezes cooled the interior of 
the building, bringing a welcome relief to the sick and 
well alike. Volunteers served the evening meal. 


Dr. Parsons recalled that Perry had invited him to 
the welcoming dinner at one of the public houses.

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were on the second floor at Buehler’s, where he had 
provided a complete change of clothing for his friend, 
a tub of warm water, and a small reviver—with no 
water at all. 


The banquet room at Dickson’s was already 
crowded when the doctor arrived. Lieutenant Perry 
was seated at the main table, and Parsons found his 
chair at the end of the same table. 


The faces of the well dressed men and women were 
clearly illuminated in the light reflected from the dark 
green walls. The large windows were open, and a faint 
current of air ruffled the damask draperies and stirred 
the scarves and tall gray hats on the window ledges. 


The food looked wonderful, especially to a doctor 
who had had nothing to eat for twenty hours. It was 
carefully prepared in profusion and variety, and there 
was no formality. All ate when they were served. 


A bell rang for attention. The burgess, Judah Colt, 
began the program, speaking earnestly and eloquently, 
“We meet tonight to dignify with appropriate cere- 
mony an event of great importance to the United 
States; an event long wished for, long despaired of, 
but which has finally come to pass. 


“With the destruction of the British fleet here on 
the lakes, we are now free to plan and to build, to 


explore and to develop without fear of confiscation by 
a foreign power. 


“There is, besides the Almighty one, another who 
is responsible for this triumph. We would be most 
happy to hear from Lieutenant Oliver Hazard Perry, 
victor of the Battle of Lake Erie and Guardian of the 
North.” 


Dr. Parsons was proud to hear his commander tell 
the people it was their men and their ships that made 
success inevitable. 


“What has been said here about my crew and my- 
self is most appreciated. Some of my battle mates are 
here in this room, some have been received into your 
homes, some are still aboard ship. 


“Seventy are in the hospital building you so 
generously provided. They are being cared for by the 
finest surgeon in the Navy, a man who I hope will 
consent to be with me on all my future voyages. With- 
out him there were many who would not have returned 
to Erie.” 

The flushed Perry told of the scene at Put-in-Bay 
after the conflict. ‘Land was near and it seemed most 
practical to put ashore all the sick and injured. They 
would soon be in comfortable surroundings in western 
Ohio or southern Michigan. 


“But, no. These men from far away states, seamen 
who had traveled the globe, all asked to stay aboard 
until we reached here—Erie. In the few months they 
had lived with you during the ship building last spring 
and summer, a strange land had become home and a 
safe harbor. 


“That is why we have suddenly burdened you with 
over a hundred battle casualties—one-sixth of your 
population. After what we have seen today we know 
that we were right in our choice. 


“You have here all the requirements of a great 
future; a strategic location, the finest harbor I have 
ever seen, fertile rolling hills, and most of all, mag- 
nificent, generous people. Ten days ago Erie was 
practically unknown. From now on you deserve to 
be famous. 


‘History is the junction of symbol and drama, the 
perspective in which all things assume meaning.” 


The ship’s orderly beckoned’ to the spell-bound 
doctor. It was time to go to sick bay. 


Dr. Parsons moved through the doorway and into 
the dark night with its faint noises from the nearby 
gurgling brook and pleasant scent of fern and pine. 


Winking lights flickered across the harbor where 
the remnants of the fleet rode at anchor. There was 
the proud Niagara, the ship that had made victory 
possible. 


The mist rising from the bay waters shrouded the 
Lawrence. Were those real figures by the rail? Lieu- 
tenant Brooks assembling his marine detail? Midship- 
man Laub directing a gun crew? 


No, they were far to starboard, two hundred miles 
to the west—asleep with their comrades on the bottom 
of the lake. The saddened homes, the shattered am- 
bitions, they left behind them. They were so many, so 
brave, so young, so dead. 
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of the first to design and manufacture a full line of fittings and valves 
for modern copper plumbing, heating and air conditioning.

When he climbed the hill short hours ago he had 
been counting the days until his enlistment was over, 
but now as the last words of his fervent chief came 
through the open window, he knew his destiny. 


The Navy was for him. 


The words from the window followed him on his 
way: “There in the years to come Erie will be a great 
city, a seaport. 


“Thrift, intelligence, cooperation will make it 
prosper. And as to all, there will be times of trouble 
and discontent. If those who live here a hundred or 
two hundred years from now have a severe crisis and 
recklessly despair, let them remember what you did 
here today and what you are saying to them down 
through the centuries. 


“Don’t give up your ship.”

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Religious and Church Origin 


in the Erie of 1795 and on... 
By Rev. Robert E. Grimm 
Erie Council of Churches 


The Honorable Milton W. Shreve, Congressman 
from the Erie District of Pennsylvania in 1915, and 
a member of the Board of Perry’s Victory Centennial 
Commissioners, closed his review of the issues at stake 
in the Battle of Lake Erie with a description that may 
help us begin our story of religious origins. He wrote: 


“Immediately following the battle of Lake Erie, 
the men of both fleets participated in the solemn burial 
of their dead. The boats moved slowly in procession 
with oars keeping time to the music of the fife and 
drum. The flags were at half-mast and the signal guns 
were fired at regular intervals. The landing place was 
wild and picturesque. The graves had been dug be- 
neath the spreading branches of a lofty willow near 
the shore. The American and British walked two by 
two, in alternate couples, to the graves of their heroes. 
The last gun was fired and the sorrowing company de- 
parted to their ships; and there for a century their 
remains have reposed, in abolute solitude, American 
and English side by side and undistrubed.”’ 


Whether in the feverish rush of preparations for 
battle, the solemn rites of burial, or in the hard and 
lonely struggle of the frontier pioneer for.survival, the 
lesson is the same. There do come moments of reck- 
oning and reflection, times when every person knows 
his helplessness . . . and in turning to the One greater 
than all human plans, we and our forefathers see life’s 
meaning, our essential brotherhood, clear. Death, so 
near at the close of a battle, does bring us together. 
But so does life, and that is where the original 
preachers of the Gospel, the original family groups 
who gathered for worship and formed our first 
churches, come in to our Sesquicentennial story.

notions of God, their ways of acknowledging Him, and 
their need for gathering together in worship and 
prayer. 


Doubtless during the French occupation of the 
territory from 1754-1763, when but one road was cut 
through the wilderness connecting Fort Presque Isle 
in Erie with Fort LeBoeuf in Waterford, there were 
Catholic priests to minister the sacraments to the 
soldiers manning the garrisons. Likewise, there were 
Chaplains for the fleets of 1812. But more important 
to our story is the record of missionary preachers and 
circuit riders, who encouraged the gathering of the 
lonely settled pioneer peoples in the Erie territory. 


The Lutherans... 


A small group of people whose religious practices 
and background were Lutheran migrated to the Erie 
area about 1795. These people—among them family 
names such as Riblet, Wagener, Ebersole, Brown, 
Stough, Lang, Zimmerman and Kreider—had orig- 
inally come to the Berks county area of eastern Penn- 
sylvania from the Palatinate area of Germany. More 
of these migrant people came from 1801 through 1805, 
and they began to form a church in their gatherings 
for worship. A Lutheran circuit rider, Pastor Maugen- 
haupt, served such families, and they established their 
church in 1808, whose continuous existence in Erie is 
marked by the growing life of St. John’s Lutheran 
Church now at 2216 Peach Street. 


Other traveling Lutheran missionaries served this 
group, including Pastor Heyer, the founder of the 
foreign missions movement of the Lutheran Church 
today. In 1819, a Pastor Rupert came to serve, and 
reported 44 baptisms, 32 confirmations, and 153 com- 
municant members. The period from 1825 through 
1835 marked their first resident minister, Pastor 
Heilig, and 1833 marked the construction of their 
first church building. Now, St. John’s Lutheran 
Church serves over 1000 members, looks back to the 
outstanding lone-term poastorates of Adolph and 
outstanding long-term pastorates of Adolph and 
Gustav Benze spanning 73 years of a unique father- 
son ministry, and to the birth of many of the over 25 
Lutheran congregations in Erie county. 


The Presbyterians... 


The dominant group of early Erie area settlers 
were the Scotch-Irish, bringing with them strong 
notions of a Calvinist faith nurtured and strengthened 
by the American frontier practice of revival. To serve 
these people and to establish a godly law of life among 
them, Presbyterians of the eastern part of Pennsyl- 
vania, from whence many of the settlers had come, 
established the Presbytery of Erie and sent missionary 
preachers into a wide territory embracing what is now 
ten or twelve counties in Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
New York. 


The story of these first seven missionary Presby- 
terian preachers, who labored from 1801 through 
1837, is graphically told in the History of the Pres- 
bytery of Erie, written in 1868 by S. J. M. Eaton. 
These Presbyterian pioneer preachers came to a 
primitive territory but to people who welcomed and 
supported their efforts. 


The first recorded Erie County service of worship 
was at Colt Station in 1797, and the first churches 
organized were these: Upper Greenfield, later the 
Middlebrook congregation, in 1800; Lower Greenfield, 
now the Northeast congregation, in 1801. The Lower 
Greenfield Church had its first place of regular worship 
in a woods and shared with Upper Greenfield in calling 
the Rev. Robert Patterson to serve them in 1803. 
Fairview, now Westminster and Fairview churches 
was first organized in 1806, with the Rev. Johnston 
Eaton installed as its minister on June 30, 1808, 
serving continuously until his death on July 17, 1847. 
The first elders of this church were Andrew Caughey, 
George Reed, and William Arbuckle. The Springfield 
Presbyterian Church, organized in 1804 on the shores 
of Lake Erie; and First Presbyterian Church in Erie, 
now on Perry Square, which began meeting in 1802 
but did not regularly organize until 1815. 


Finally, under another form of Presbyterian or- 
ganization, a church now known as First United Pres- 
byterian Church was organized in 1811 by the Rev. 
Robert Reid, who organized a congregation in Water- 
ford a year later. The life of this Church covered just 
over 150 years, ceasing its function as a church in 
1962, its members transferring to the Elmwood United 
Presbyterian and other Presbyterian Churches of 
Erie, who remain a strong influence with over 25 
churches throughout Erie county. 


The Methodists... 

Methodist circuit riders came north from the 
Pittsburgh area in the very early 1800's, the first 
record of such a visit being that of Joseph Rowen in 
1800, and the diary of James Quinn who traveled the 
Erie circuit in the spring of 1801. Quinn recorded in 
his diary the cryptic words of a religious pioneer—"‘I 
have been once round my circuit and half-way round 
again. The prospect is gloomy. However, I think I 
shall get preaching places enough to make a three 
week circuit.’ In the fall of 1801, he added these 
prophetic words—‘‘The state of religion in this circuit 
is low.”’ 


However, things could not have been as bad as 
James Quinn first thought, for in 1805 the Methodist 
circuit reported 395 members. Records of the actual 
early beginnings of Methodist churches are hard to 
find, and we shall content ourselves with this note of 
growth in Erie itself, from the history of First Metho- 
dist Church. ‘‘Methodist work in the city of Erie began 
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in earnest about the year 1810. That year and the next 
revival meetings were held in a log tavern where the 
Erie Public Library now stands. 


“The Rev. Henry Knapp was the first pastor ap- 
pointed to the ‘First Society of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in the Borough of Erie’ in 1826. He had 
been a pastor in Northeast previously, and he founded 
the society with Mr. and Mrs. David Burton and the 
James McConkeys, using a block school house in the 
West Park of the City for their first meeting place. 


“Sunday School was initiated with the small 
children being taught the alphabet and the older 
children the Gospel of Matthew, ‘The Book of the 
generation of Jesus Christ, the Son of David.’ In 
1830, the Rev. J. M. Barris received as his salary for 
the year, the sum of $167.00. In 1834, Erie was made 
a ‘station’ in the Methodist system, 68 members be- 
coming a unit of Methodism, purchasing a lot between 
Peach and Sassafras on Seventh Street, and con- 
structing Wesley Chapel in 1839.” Today, Methodism 
is one of the strong Protestant groups of Erie with 
over 25 churches in Erie county. 


Other Origins 
Episcopal 

An Episcopal missionary priest traveled through 
the Erie area in 1812, but the Rev. Jackson Kemper, 
later to become the first Missionary Bishop of his 
Church, did little more than explore. Earliest Epis- 
copal Churches in the Erie area were the present 
Cathedral of St. Paul of the Episcopal Diocese of Erie, 
founded in 1827; St. Peter’s Church in Waterford, 
founded iw 1827; and Christ Church, Meadville, the 
oldest Episcopal Church in Pennsylvania west of the 
Alleghenies, founded in 1825. 


Baptist 

On April 10, 1831, while Erie was still a borough 
of but 1465 population, sixteen persons formed a 
Baptist Church and Society, now First Baptist 
Church. Eight of the group were already Baptist, and 
the other eight were converts from a revival held at 
the First Presbyterian Church. The congregation in- 
creased gradually, built their first building in 1833, 
financing it by sale of pews ranging in price from 
$45.00 to $115.00 toward a brick structure valued 
then at $5999.00. The growth of First Baptist Church 
in Erie, like that of St. John’s Lutheran, gave birth to 
numerous other Baptist Churches, now known as 
Wayne Park Baptist, Bethel Baptist, Wesleyville 
Baptist, Grace Baptist, Immanuel Baptist, and Cal- 
vary Baptist, whose members later reunited with 
First Baptist to help make it the strong central city 
church it now is. 


Catholic 


During the 1820’s, Father Misquelet is recorded as 
the first Roman Catholic priest to say Mass in Erie, 


and in 1832, Roman Catholic Bishop Kenrick began 
travels in the Erie area. These first efforts to serve 
Roman Catholic people resulted in the establishment 
of the Diocese of Erie in 1853, and the steady rise in 
numbers and influence of Roman Catholicism as more 
immigrants came to swell the population. Today, 
much of the population of the metropolitan area of 
Erie adheres to Roman Catholic worship and parish 
life, and its influence in schools and institutions of 
social welfare adds much to the heart and culture of 
our city and area. 


And Summing Up... 


This is but a story of the beginnings of organized 
religious life in Erie, and the witness of many other 
later church arrivals cannot be mentioned except to 
note that the greater Erie area contains over 50 
Christian organizations, over 150 individual church 
congregations of Christian origin and practice, and 
three Jewish congregations. Such is the richness and 
diversity of religious faith and practice in the America 
and Erie of today. 


What of its origins? Smaller, more humble, more 
primitive, but often with a pioneering zeal and 
directness of faith in God that would put our religious 
professions of today to shame. A record of early 
Presbyterian preaching shows forth this spirit: “The 
character of the preaching at these times was plain 
and practical . . . The awful penalty of the law was 
set forth, at times, with dreadful severity and terror; 
the utter helplessness of the sinner without the 
assistance of divine grace was insisted upon; and then 
blessings of the Atonement of Christ were spread 
before the convicted sinner as his only hope and 
peace.” 


We do not like our religion of today to be set forth 
with such harshness and severity, nor do we like our 
preachers to be judges over us. And yet, was not such 
zeal an indispensable element in the shaping of the 
character of the city and area we call Erie Should it 
not be remembered, and put into terms meaningful 
for our day, fully as much as the early settlements, the 
building of the ships and the battle of Lake Erie, 
which this year we so proudly recall?

19183 Centennial Celebration 
of Battle of Lake Erie 
By H. Laub 


A Centennial celebration was held in 1913 at which 
time the brig Niagara was raised from its 80 year old 
sleep in her grave in “Misery Bay,” Presque Isle 
Harbor, Erie, Pennsylvania. 


The celebration was accelerated by an appropria- 
tion of a quarter of a million dollars by United States 
Congress, and contributions by the Several States 
bordering the Great Lakes including New York, Ohio, 
Minnesota, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, and Penn- 
sylvania, the Patron State, as well as Rhode Island 
and Kentucky; Rhode Island because it was the birth 
place of our hero of the Battle of Lake Erie, Commo- 
dore Oliver Hazard Perry and Kentucky because it 
was her brave soldiers who constituted most of the 
Army forces aboard the Naval vessels. 


Although the Battle of Lake Erie actually took 
place at Put-in-Bay near Sandusky, Ohio, the Perry 
Fleet returned to the Erie harbor from where it had 
gone forth to hunt down the British Fleet. 


The Battle of Lake Erie was fought on September 
10, 1813 at Put-in-Bay near Sandusky, Ohio with an 
American fleet of nine vessels with a total armament 
of 54 guns commanded by Commodore Oliver Hazard 
Perry against a British fleet of six vessels with 63 guns 
commanded by the veteran naval officer Captain 
Robert H. Barclay. The entire battle lasted only about 
three hours and after Commodore Perry’s flagship 
Lawrence was put out of active commission by the 
British fleet, he transferred his command to the brig 
Niagara and within just 18 minutes after giving the 
order to close up on the enemy vessels, the British 
warships Detroit, (the flagship) Queen Charlotte, Lady 
Prevost and Chippewa were destroyed and surrendered. 
Thus, this ship turned defeat into victory and won one 
of the most conspicuous victories in the naval history 
of the world. 


The highlight of the entire Centennial celebration 
was the raising of the brig Niagara which was brought 
to the surface of the icy waters of Misery Bay on the 
blustering day of March 6, 1913. The raising of the 
Niagara was a duplication of similar efforts by a group 
of pioneers who raised Commander Perry’s Flagship 
Lawrence from the waters of Misery Bay, September 
Leal Bio. 


When the Niagara was raised one item of con- 
siderable import was discovered: a bolt, apparently by 
accident, had been driven some eight inches through 
the keel into possibly a keel block and when launched, 
this keel block might have been carried into the water; 
and, if not, this bolt alone would have caught weeds 
accounting for the inability of the Niagara to engage

sooner in action. After Commander Perry came on 
board and when the gun boats had been brought up, 
a breeze springing up, the signal was sent for close 
action and the Niagara bore up, gradually at first 
but when abreast the British Flagship Detroit she was 
in full sail before the wind. The presence of this spike 
in the keel with the presence of seaweed and because 
of her shallow draft could possibly have prevented the 
Niagara from getting started in the light breeze during 
the Battle. 


The launching of the Niagara scheduled for the 
morning of June 7, 1913 broke cloudy and threatening, 
finally rain fell and the old Niagara refused to co- 
operate with the festivities. She started down the ways 
at 10:36 a.m. but when she stopped and the tugs were 
unable to pull her off the beach to float her, the launch- 
ing exercises were nevertheless carried through. The 
Honorable General A. Elverton Sisson, Auditor Gen- 
eral of the State of Pennsylvania, delivered the open- 
ing address and Miss Sarah Reed, Regent of Presque 
Isle Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution 
spoke eloquently for the Daughters presenting a por- 
trait of Commander Perry for the cabin of the raised 
Niagara. 


At the lunching of the Niagara, Lieut. Governor 
Honorable Roswell B. Burchard of Rhode Island, the 
State of Perry’s birthplace, gave utterance to the 
noble sentiments in every patriotic American heart 
“‘On the sea and on the lakes, marking the eastern and 
western confines of the colonies, reconstructed and re- 
dedicated as shrines of patriotism, shall float upon the 
beautiful waters of the shores they defended, the 
invincible Constitution and the redoubtable Niagara 
... these precious relics lovingly preserved by grateful 
posterity will carry down a message from the patriot 
fathers to succeeding generations.” 


Much of the credit for establishing the Centennial 
in 1913 must be given to General A. E. Sisson, who 
two years earlier drew up and introduced into the 
Pennsylvania legislature a bill providing an appro- 
priation and to Captain William L. Morrison of the 
Pennsylvania Naval Force aboard the Wolverine. It 
is difficult to determine positively who first definitely 
broached the subject of raising the Niagara. Com- 
missions were established by each of the several states 
participating in the celebration to assure its success 
throughout the entire nation; also commissioners were 
appointed to represent the United States government 
and an Inter-State Board to coordinate all the various 
activities. Perry’s Victory Centennial Committees 
were also appointed in a different lake port where 
special celebration had been planned and these com- 
mittees were affiliated in an Inter-City Board of which 
Honorable William J. Sterne, Mayor of the City of 
Erie, was president. 


To highlight the celebration in the various port 
towns, the reconstructed Niagara was convoyed 
throughout the length of the Great Lakes by her 
famous sister ship the Wolverine. She put out of Erie 
harbor, the beautiful old bay of Presque Isle, that had 
seen momentous things in the history of our country— 
even as on August 4, 1813 she sailed out over the 
sandbar under Perry’s colors. At sundown on Sat- 
urday, July 12, 1913 the gallant Niagara sailed into 
the silver ripples of Lake Erie—its guns will fire again 
but only salutes as they go; but they go forth not to 
meet the British Fleet under Barclay as of yore but 
to celebrate 100 golden years of peace and goodwill 
between the United States and the British Empire. 


As they glide through unfearing waters from length 
to length of Lakes Erie, Huron, Michigan and Supe- 
rior, between green shores, one American and one 
British, dotted with thriving hamlets and populous 
cities, not a single bristling gun points threateningly 
toward the other shore. The Niagara and Wolverine 
joined the cities of Fairport, Cleveland, Put-in-Bay 
(during regatta week), Monroe, Toledo, Detroit, 
Green Bay, Milwaukee, Chicago, Buffalo and San- 
dusky in their celebration and back again to Put-in- 
Bay on September 10 for the Centenary Anniversary 
of Perry’s victory. Preparations were already under 
consideration to erect a monument on Bass Island 
which ultimately was completed, to commemorate 
not only the Battle of Lake Erie but the burial place 
of the officers killed in that battle which included 
three Americans, Marine Lt. Brooks and Midshipman 
Laub of the Lawrence and Midshipman Clark of the 
Caledonia and British Captain Finnis and Lieut. 
Stokes of the Queen Charlotte and First Lieut. Garland 
of the Detroit. 


For a week before starting on their journey they 
were the center of a great celebration at Erie which 
opened on July 6 with Peace Sunday. Reception Day, 
Monday, July 7 included among other features the 
arrival of the DuPont Powder Wagon, brought across 
the state of Pennsylvania the same as had been ac- 
complished 100 years ago, by a six-horse team, under 
guard of a Squad of U. 8. Cavalry, met at Erie and 
escorted to the Niagara by a detachment of the Naval 
Force of Pennsylvania from the USS Wolverine. For 
an entire week there was a celebration of great sig- 
nificance for the people of Erie who would witness 
grand military and naval parades reviewed by goy- 
ernors of many states and by the Secretary of the 
Navy Honorable Josephus Daniel. (More recent re- 
search regarding the powder wagon place this event 
more as a legend than fact. The records of the DuPont 
Co. fail to mention such an event. 


After the 1913 celebration, the Niagara was again 
moored in Misery Bay where she again sank, but this 
time in shallow waters. Through the efforts of the Erie 
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County Historical Society the U. 8. S. Niagara Asso- 
ciation was formed, $17,000 in funds raised and the 
Niagara was again cradled on the beach on the Lake 
shore. 


In 1932 a bill was passed by the Pennsylvania State 
Legislature to provide $50,000 but a Special Depres- 
sion Session cut this to $25,000. This sum was suffi- 
cient only for the partial rebuilding of the hull while 
she was on the Peninsula grounds which was accom- 
plished under the guidance of Capt. Wm. L. Morrison 
her Commanding Officer after being rebuilt in 1913. 
Funds were exhausted and when another bill was 
passed in 1939 for $35,000, Governor James allowed 
only $10,000 and she was placed at her present loca- 
tion on the West side of lower State Street and placed 
in the custody of the Pennsylvania Historical Com- 
mission. 


Here the Niagara has rested and visited by many 
thousand during those years until now during the 
Sesquicentennial Celebration she has again been re- 
built and will be a reminder of her gallant participation 
in that great Battle of Lake Erie 150 years ago.

“Michigan” Renamed USS 


“Wolverine”

The USS Michigan was a ship of unique and 
charming personality with at least three bonds in 
common with Commodore Perry’s flagship, the 
Niagara. 


First, the sinking of the Niagara and the building 
of the Michigan were within the framework of a 
gentlemen’s agreement which in 1817 after two years 
of leisurely and friendly negotiations was made by the 
British Minister to Washington, Right Honorable 
Charles Bagot and Mr. Richard Rush, U. S. Acting 
Secretary of State. These gentlemen agreed for their 
countries that each nation would limit their warships 
on the Great Lakes to one ship per lake and that each 
ship would be limited to one gun per ship. There was no 
“Rush-Bagot Treaty.’’ Only the exchange of letters 
between two gentlemen—it was called an ‘Aide 
Memoire’—has maintained for a century-and-a-half 
unquestioned peace along 3,000 miles of unguarded 
border between two great nations. 


In accordance with this agreement and typical of 
future American action, Perry’s fleet including the 
Niagara was sunk in Misery Bay and no thought of 
building our one authorized warship was given for 
another twenty years. Then in 1837 sympathy in this 
country, particularly along the border, with Canadians 
revolting against alleged British misrule, resulted in 
raids by American armed bands against British instal- 
lations along the Niagara River, causing the British 
to hire small patrol ships for their protection and to 
discuss sending 15,000 of their troops to Canada. Our 
Congress decided it was high time to build our warship 
for Lake Erie. Hence the Michigan. 


Second, in 1913 the Michigan now re-named the 
Wolverine escorted at the end of a tow rope the 


resurrected Niagara on her gala centennial tour of 
the Great Lakes. 


Third, now that they are both dryland relics the 
bow of the Niagara faces the bow of the Michigan in 
their adjacent land berths beside the West Basin. 


While she was still on the drawing board the 
unique personality of the Michigan began with two 
revolutionary ideas: that a warship could be built of 
iron and that she could have an auxiliary steam engine 
to assist her to move in and out of harbors. Most 


people thought that iron would sink and the engine 
and coal bins would leave no space for anything else. 


Built in 1842-43 at the foot of Peach Street where 
Daniel Dobbins had built the fleet in 1813, their 
builder—Samuel Hart—overcame problems of supply, 
logistics and mechanics almost as tough as Dobbins. 
But he licked the job. He built the “Iron Steamer” 
up to the point of launching. This the towns people 
awaited with keen curiosity and much betting as to 
whether she would float. Therefore at the sound of a 
cannon shot, the pre-arranged launching signal, they 
all rushed pell-mell for the shore. They met a surprise. 
At the gate of the shipyard was Mr. Hart, red in the 
face, thrashing two urchins who had fired the gun 
when no one was watching. 


A week later Mr. Hart really was ready. On the 
afternoon of the fifth of December, 1843 the signal 
gun was fired, the church bells rang, all the citizens 
assembled, the workmen gathered around, a last dab 
of tallow was spread upon the ways. Mr. Hart raised 
his hand, the wedges were knocked loose and the great 
ship moved majestically down the ways. 


It moved fifty feet, and there stuck! 


Again was Mr. Hart red in the face. But the ship 
resisted all argument; she stuck! Levers, tackle, luff- 
on-luff, pries, wedges, all in vain; she remained stuck; 
nor all his piety nor wit, his profanity nor ingenuity, 
could lure her on. The citizens looked and laughed, 
then went home. The workmen sweated hard until the 
early dark released them. Mr. Hart, the last to leave 
the shipyard, wearily stumbled up the hill to his lonely 
room, stung by sarcasm, discouraged as never before. 


Before dawn Mr. Hart was at the shipyard, lantern 
in his hand, ready to face his problem. He looked for 
the ship. It was not there. He walked farther down; 
he stopped at the water’s edge, raised high his lantern 
and peered through the dark. 


Faintly, the feeble light was reflected in the danc- 
ing ripples at his feet. Peering, he saw a large shadow

We opened shop as an 
iron foundry in 1840 when 
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log cabins in Chicago. It was 19 years before Drake ushered in a new 
era of industry by drilling the first oil well in the world at Titusville, 
Pa. Drake used one of our boiler-engines and opened up a new 
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looming just outside the circle of light. It was the 
“Tron Steamer.”’ She had launched herself. 


If history must be restricted to wars and battles, 
then the USS Michigan has no history. Although the 
original plans called for twelve 32-pounder cannons, 
plus the two huge 68-pound, 8-inch Paixhan guns, 
pivoted, on the quarterdeck and the forecastle, 
she never received her armament. On account of the 
agreement between Mr. Bagot and Mr. Rush, she was 
limited to one gun only. And she never fired it except 
in practice For eighty years she sailed the lakes as a 
symbol of peace between two great nations. 


As she was always laid up for three or four months 
in the winter, assignment to Erie and to the USS 
Michigan was much desired by naval officers. In 
winter the ship was the center of social life and many 
were the gay parties held on board; dances, dinners, 
card parties, or just parties was the way of life. So 
many naval officers married Erie girls that Erie began 
to be called The Mother-in-law of the Navy. 


During the Civil War one of the duties of the 
Michigan was to guard a camp of Confederate pris- 
oners on Johnson’s Island, near Sandusky. An attempt 
was planned by some Confederate sympathizers to 
capture the ship, free all the prisoners and get them 
to Canada. The plot was disclosed to one of the 
officers and thus was easily foiled. 


In 1910, the ship was turned over to the Pennsy]- 
vania Naval Militia, under the command of Lt. 
Commdr. William L. Morrison. This unit in 1917 was 
made part of the U. S. Naval Reserve Force. Ten 
days after war was declared with Germany, the bat- 
talion of 101 men marched away to the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard, where they were scattered among other 
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naval units. After the war had ended, the ship con- 
tinued to be used during the summer months with 
volunteer crews on training cruises and sailed over all 
the lakes as she had always done. 


In 1924, on the eightieth anniversary of her com- 
missioning, she was cruising in Lake Huron. Suddenly, 
“with a bang and a cloud of steam”’ the port connect- 
ing rod broke. The piston slid down, broke the cylinder 
head and stopped two inches from the skin of the ship. 
This fracture was caused by the crystallization of old 
age. Captain Morrison managed to get her into the 
harbor of Harbor Beach, Michigan, and there wired to 
the Navy Department for authority to make repairs. 
The telegram has never been acknowledged. After 
three days, being utterly abandoned by the Depart- 
ment, the ship somehow got under way on one cylinder 
and thus, at three miles an hour, got back to Erie. 
There the ship remained tied at the Public Dock, the 
Navy refusing to spend a cent for repairs. After three 
years thus Captain Morrison and others, with a small 
fish tug, pulled her over to Misery Bay and tied her 
to the bank. 


A quarter of a century later, after years of struggle 
with the Navy’s red tape, the ship was sold to a local 
group who erected the bow as a monument and sold 
the rest of the hull for scrap. When she was dragged 


off the sand bar of Misery Bay to be taken to the 
scrapping yard, after no maintenance for a quarter of 
a century, it still could be said of her then as it was 
said by Samuel Hart at her launching, “She floated 
true and level and free from leak.”’ 


On June 30, 1949 the Press reported as follows: 


THE GRAND OLD LADY OF THE GREAT 
LAKES IS DEAD 


Seldom has a ship been so greatly loved by so 
many. In her life of 106 years, she trained many of the 
greatest officers of the Old Navy. On her decks Charles 
Vernon Gridley, Commander of the Olympia at 
Manila Bay on May 1, 1898, began his naval career; 
on her decks Stephen Champlin, Commander of the 
Scorpion at Perry’s Victory in 1813, ended his long 
naval service. There were many others: Commander 
John Champ Carter, whose granddaughter still tells 
the stirring story of that night in 1864 when a gang of 
Confederates plotted to capture the ship and use her 
as a commerce raider on the Great Lakes, and came 
within twenty minutes of succeeding; Captain Andrew 
Bryson, who helped General Meade suppress the 
Fenian War and the invasion of Canada in June 1866; 
Commander Charles H. McBlair who took her to the 
Beaver Islands, Michigan, to arrest “King” Strang and 
disperse the Mormon colony there in 1856. 
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Personality? She had It, as every man who sailed 
in her knows. She knew what she wanted. It was in 
1924, on her eightieth birthday, that one of her two 
cylinders blew up. Not a defect in the engine, but 
failure due to old age. But she wanted to go home, a 
thousand miles away, and home she limped on her one 
good cylinder, just barely turning over at three miles 
per hour and got there by the grace of God and good 
weather. 


Personality? She was not launched on December 
5, 1943. She launched herself, that midnight, when no 
man saw her. Personality? In 1927, while she was 
being towed over a mud bank in a far corner of Erie 
harbor appropriately named Misery Bay, three times 
she took a sheer off to the north and headed for the 
open lake where she belonged; three times the tow line 
brought her up short, and the last time she swung 
around and charged the tug, missing it by a bare 
twelve inches. When at last she was pushed up on the 
bar for her lasting resting place, with a final gesture 
she kicked that tug up on the bar too, where it stayed 
for several days. 


Personality? In June 1949 she was towed in 
ignominy to the scrapping yard. But there was pride 
in the Grand Old Lady yet, pride in her tatters, al- 
though she had been neglected for 25 years. The simple 
job of towing her should have been done in three days;

she resisted every effort, and it required four weeks’ 
work to drag her off the mud bank into the deep water. 
There she floated at ease, serene and beautiful with the 
smooth easy lines which distinguished the clipper- 
ships—her grandchildren. Her hull was as sound as 
in 1843. Proud she was, and rightfully so; her own 
men, those who have sailed her, were delighted on that 
last journey to see her ram the towing tug and sink it, 
then stop and pick up on the swimmers lest she be 
guilty of ever doing injury to anyone. A Noble Lady. 


So passed the Iron Steamer, the United States 
Side-Wheel Topsail Schooner-of-War Michigan, a ship 
of unique and charming personality. Requiescat in 
pace. 
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Ey oe Perry’s bold victory on Lake Erie was evidence 
of his dedication to the democratic principles of an

Perry Tricentennial 
By Charles Reeve 


In 1813, Commodore Perry’s home base was a 
small community of 400 persons. Sailing ships and 
horses and wagons and the 50-mile hike were the 
primary means of transportation. There were no 
traffic and parking problems, no water shortages, no 
storm sewers to worry about, no air conditioning, or 
television, automatic washers and dryers to go on the 
fritz. The homes were simple with a central fireplace 
for heating and cooking and a few oil lamps for light 
in the evening. 


One hundred fifty years later, Erie had grown— 
almost 200,000 people in the City of Erie and its 
immediate surrounding area. Airplanes brought the 
entire world within one day’s travel. Automobiles put 
everyone on wheels, and the 50-mile hike became a 
means of recreation. Living was complicated. A bur- 
geoning population required great quantities of puri- 
fied water, tremendous sewer systems to drain away 
waste and storm water, complex networks of pipes and 
wires to supply heating fuel, power and instant com- 
munication to the populace. Home life was comfort- 
able with air conditioning in the summer and central 
heating in the winter. It was convenient with auto- 
matic electric ranges, automatic ovens, automatic 
toasters, automatic washers, automatic dryers. It was 
leisurely with television, radios, newspapers, maga- 
zines, theatres, drive-ins, and night clubs providing a 
continuous and fully array of entertainment. 


However, outside of his home, the life of the 
Erieite was filled with peril. In 150 years he had 
traded the unpredictable behavior of the savage 
Indians for the equally unpredictable city driver. The 
major comforts and conveniences achieved in the home 
only emphasized the minor success of man’s efforts to 
control his environment against the ravages of nature. 


One hundred fifty years later, when the battle of 
Lake Erie was 500 years old, Erie has practically lost 
its identity as an individual city and has become a 
minor part of a megapolis of millions of people extend- 
ing from Niagara Falls to Detroit. Long range travel 
has become virtually instantaneous with daily trips to 
habitable planets commonplace. By this time, men 
have conquered their environment—both artificial 
problems caused by man and natural phenomena. 
Large areas of the city have a constant climate within 
great space closures. Weather control channels snow 
and rain into the mountain areas where it can be col- 
lected in uncontaminated reservoirs to supply an 
unlimited amount of unpolluted water to the urban 
residents. Electronically controlled motion capsules 
provide safe, convenient travel for everyone. The 
complex system of power and communications net- 
works have been replaced with individual power cells 


in each home which multiply the array of appliances 
previously available for a persons comfort and con- 
venience. 


This new environment has created new forms of 
architecture and housing. Where formerly houses were 
built tightly to keep out the wind and rain, the snow 
and cold, and the heat of summer, the neighborhood 
space closure does this for us. The open planning con- 
cept of the mid-1900’s is now wide-open planning. A 
central service core contains the bathrooms, storage 
areas, cooking and washing equipment. Ranged about 
this are the various living spaces enclosed by free- 
standing walls and sliding panels. Interior gardens 
bring the outdoors inside, and it is not uncommon to 
have a rose garden in the corner of the bedroom. The 
more adventuresome houses have sliding roof panels 
which may be rolled back in the evening to open the 
rooms to the stars above. Most homes have their own 
private swimming pools so that the athletically in- 
clined may swim a quarter-mile before breakfast. 


The drive to work, downtown shopping, or taking 
the children to school is no longer a chore. Upon enter- 
ing the motion capsule in the driveway, the destination 
and route is selected on the trip programmer, the 
power is turned on, and the automatic steering control 
engaged. The steering control picks up the signal from 
the preselected destination point in the cable buried 
in the driveway, follows it out into the street, and from 
there, all the way to its destination. The radar unit in 
the automatic steering control senses the speed and 
direction of approaching vehicles and automatically 
avoids possible collisions. Automatic traffic control 
units at major intersections anticipate the volume of 
traffic approaching the intersection from the various 
directions and transmit stop and go signals to the 
automatic steering controls of the motion capsules as 
they approach. At the destination, the motion capsule 
rides on to an elevator which lifts it to a vacant park- 
ing stall. From there, moving sidewalks convey the 
pedestrian to the particular store or office where he 
wishes to go. 


A few of the historic buildings have been preserved 
downtown as examples of the various styles of archi- 
tecture throughout the years such as the Old Customs 
House, the Cathedral, the County Court House, the 
old City Hall built in 1963, and the Erie Arts Center. 
It is interesting to note that years ago the downtown 
was built of individual buildings located on blocks of 
land with streets surrounding them. Today, downtown 
is a series of space platforms punctuated by garden 
wells to admit light, air and ventilation to the various 
stores and offices built around them. Merchandise and 
pedestrians alike move about the downtown area on 
moving sidewalks and escalators between levels of the 
space platforms. With the large variety of services and 
facilities available within the downtown complex, it

is possible for a person to live out his life from birth to 
death without ever leaving the Central Business 
District. 


However, the short work day, short work week, 
long vacations, and early retirement provide the in- 
dividual ample opportunity to see the universe and all 
of its vacation spots. Presque Isle, that haven for 
Commodore Perry 500 years ago, still remains a 
principal recreation facility. Years ago, the State of 
Pennsylvania resisted many attempts to commercial- 
ize this historic recreational area in the same way that 
the coast of Lake Erie has been commercialized from 
Niagara Falls to Detroit. Consequently, except for the 
parking platforms that have been built to accommo- 
date the motion capsules of vacationers, the Peninsula 
remains in its natural state. Every year it is the center 
of the Erie Winter Carnival which has become a 
mecca for tourists from far and wide. It is one of the 
few remaining places where we can skate upon natural 
bay ice as our forebears did years ago. 


Except for Presque Isle, people must journey to 
the mountain ranges of the Appalichians and the 
Rockies to participate in winter sports. Recreation 
within the city is continued on a year round basis. 
Long ago the natural pines and hardwoods of the area 
have been replaced with semi-tropical plant materials, 
palms and citrus trees, because of the greenhouse 
character of the space closures. Swimming, golf, tennis 
and baseball are year round activities. 


Snow shovels, snow plows and tire chains are found 
only in museums. When grandfather talks about the 
winter of ’62—63, only grandmother can understand 
what he is talking about. The children today have no 
idea what scarfs, mittens, snow pants and boots are 
for nor what they look like. Winter clothing has long 
since vanished from the scene. Furs are worn only for 
decoration, and the only people who own any heavy 
clothing are the hunters, skaters, and skiers who ven- 
ture occasionally to the mountains. The average in- 
dividual’s wardrobe consists of sport shirts, slacks, 
shorts and a swimming suit. 


However, life becomes quite boring. Whereas, 
Commodore Perry was at the mercy of nature and the 
British navy, and whereas, in 1963 people were at the 
mercy of nature and the modern motorist, in 2113, 
every day is like the day before it—no wind, no rain, 
no snow, no cold, no hot—just nice. The chemists 
have a field day attempting to synthesize the variety 
of foods of yesterday. Natural beefsteak is a rarity 
since there is not much land left for raising cattle. 


For the lazy, life is a breeze. For the ambitious and 
adventurous, the major challenge is finding one.

Perry Memorial House 


Formerly DICKSON TAVERN 


In 1795 Co. Seth Reed built the first log house in 
the permanent settlement around Presque Isle. The 
tiny village on the shore of Lake Erie grew rapidly, 
and shelters were needed for the westward bound 
pioneers. In 1809 a tavern which bore his name, was 
built for John Dickson, at the southeast corner of 
Second and French streets in the village of Erie. John 
Teal was the builder and he constructed the three 
story frame house from timbers hewed from the 
neighboring forests. The Dickson Tavern was for over 
thirty years, one of the leading hostelries of this sec- 
tion, being also known at different times as the 
“Steamboat House,” and the “Washington Hotel.” 


During this period the pier which served as a land- 
ing for lake travelers was located at the foot of French 
street, and many of the early inns were built along 
this street. All have long since disappeared except the 
old Dickson House, which has sheltered so many 
notables in its time. 


War with England was in the air during the time 
this building was under construction and in 1812 
Sailing Master Daniel Dobbins was ordered to Erie

to build a fleet which would drive the British vessels 
from the Great Lakes where they were menacing our 
northern border. On March 13, 1813, Commodore 
Oliver Hazard Perry after making the long run over 
the ice on Lake Erie, from Buffalo, arrived in Erie to 
take command of the completed vessels. Commodore 
Perry took up his headquarters at the Dobbins House, 
a Tavern at the corner of Third and French streets, 
but accounts state that his living quarters were at the 
Dickson Tavern, on the southeast corner of Second 
and French streets. 


Opening off from Second street is what was for- 
merly the tap room, which in early days rang with the 
song and cheer of American sailors and soldiers, with 
many a toast to Yankee courage and many a gibe at 
the boasted British naval prowess. Here no doubt was 
hatched the scheme which finally outwitted the nap- 
ping British officers and won the day for the American 
forces on the Great Lakes. The wide plank floors are in 
excellent repair, the small paned windows with their 
imported French glass, through which Perry watched 
the progress of his military operations may still be 
seen. The hand wrought door locks with their enor- 
mous keys have never been changed. 


One of the most notable social affairs in the history 
of Erie was conducted by Innkeeper John Dickson, 
owner of Dickson Tavern. It was the banquet tendered 
by the citizens of Erie to General LaFayette. 


At this time the topography of our lake front was 
much different from what it is at the present time. 
Second street, midway between State and French 
streets, was crossed by a very formidable gully with a 
small streamlet gurgling along northward at its 
bottom. This chasm was crossed in the early days by 
a substantial foot bridge of ample width for travelers 
along Second street. On the occasion of the visit of 
General LaFayette to Erie, June 3, 1825, no suitable 
banquet hall could be found. John Dickson, pro- 
prietor of the Dickson House nearby was equal to the 
occasion. He it was who conceived the idea of utilizing 


the Second street bridge, 170 feet long, for the tem- 
porary banquet hall. Here the long tables were 
arranged, and spread above them the sails taken from 
the British ships by Commodore Perry and his men 
at the Battle of Lake Erie. The food for the banquet 
was cooked in the Dickson Tavern and served from 
there. 


The walls of this old house are honeycombed with 
secret passages. Double fireplaces with secret openings 
give into narrow stone walled passages, which in 
bygone times led to the water front. 


The secret passages in the cellar of Dickson 
Tavern run along the walls on three sides. Only a few 
years ago the third chamber was accidently dis- 
covered. A large area of the dining room floor shows 
unmistakeable signs of having once been taken out 
probably to serve as a trap door. The unusual depth 
of the fireplace in this room led to investigation and 
an old ladder was found suspended in it. This was 
found to lead directly into the third tunnel. Under- 
neath this fireplace was unearthed a pair of hobnailed 
boots, an ancient axe and an old fashioned sad iron. 


The Dickson Tavern was sold in 1826 to Joseph 
Kellogg, then in 1841 to a family by the name of 
Rogers, and later passed into the possession of the 
Stanton family. 


In 1913, during the Perry Centennial on the Great 
Lakes when Perry’s flagship Niagara was raised from 
its grave in Misery Bay and restored, this ancient 
Tavern was brought to the attention of the Com- 
mission having charge of the Centennial celebration. 
Ten years later, through the efforts of James J. 
Purcell, the City Council of Erie passed an ordinance 
authorizing the purchase of land and buildings at the 
southeast corner of Second and French streets for a 
Memorial to Oliver Hazard Perry and placed under 
the direction of the Department of Parks and Public 
Property.

In 1928, the Erie Colony of New England women 
requested that City Council turn the building over to 
that organization for the purpose of restoration. Soon 
the interior was dressed up with antiques and the 
Dickson Tavern partially restored. The Colony of 
New England Women were obliged to leave in the 
spring of 1955 and removed all the old furniture and 
Perry relics they had collected. 


By 1958 the Perry Memorial House was partially 
surrounded by an expanded parking lot, and a proposal 
suggesting razing the old 1809 structure set up a 
heated controversy. The subject was discussed in 
City Council, and the decision was made that the 
house would stay. By May, 1959, City Council passed 
an ordinance establishing a Perry Memorial House 
Commission of seven interested citizens to supervise 
operation of the building. 


With the advent of the Perry Sesquicentennial 
Celebration scheduled for the summer of 1963, the 
old house was destined to relive various periods of its 
occupancy. The City of Erie’s Parks Department, 
Perry Sesquicentennial Inc., numerous business houses, 
organizations and individuals had banded together to 
do a complete restoration job on all the floors, includ- 
ing the Dickson Tavern. The strength in that union 
of historical interests, had given assurance of con- 
tinued preservation of Erie and American heritage.
